The late Constitutional Convention ad- 
jourued to meet next summer, ana if in the 
meantime Congress does not favorably con- 
sider the bill to admit it is not impossible that 
an amendment abnulling the section bersto- 
tors adopted as to the power of the Legislature 
may be submitted to the people and ratified by 
them. Measures may then he adopted, to 
peaceably acquaint Congress with complete in- 
formation as to the rights of the people of a 
Territory. Senator Butler might properly in-

of the United and that any such Senator or 
Representative who shell be convicted of making 
such r mendation of solicitation shall be pun- 
ished by a fide of not more than $1,000 nor tess 
than $500, one-half of whiéh shall go to the persons 
upon whose testimony suck conviction shall have 
been. obtained, and the other half to the United 
States. 

That whenever the appointing power shall call 
on a Senatof or Representattve for information 
touching an applicaat for office, be shall do so in 
writing, and such information as may de given 
shali-be furnished tn writtig over the signature of 
such Senator er Representative and shall be filed 
in the department or bureau of the officer at whose 
request it was furnished. 

Nething in this act shall be construed so as to 
forbid any Senator or Representative of the Con- 
gress of the United States from forwarding to the 
appointing power any application for Office that he 
may réceive. But any indorsement he may make 
thereon shall relate only to 5 facts of the case or 
the character of the applicant.

efforts in Ireland’s behalf of herself and her 
family. 

Mr. Hugb King, ex-Treasurer of the National 
Land League and a member of many Irish 
organizations, who sent from the league 
$75,000 while de was in dffice to Ireland, said: 

It looks good—there is no question about that. I 
bave read every dispatch sent about the matter 
today, and have given the subject considerable 
thought. My opinion is that Gladstone has given 
this out as a “feeler.’’ He scarcely knows what 
he can do yet. For myself, 1 doubt his ability to 
carry ali the Liberals with him, as it is reported he 
feels confident of doing. But it is certain that Par- 
nell has got the greatest power now that he ever 
had. Rest assured Parnell will wait quietly and 
let the two English parties settle the matter be- 
tween themselves. He would be very foolish to 
do otherwise at the present time.

CAR SHOPS AND FOUNDRY BURNED AT 8T. 
LOUIS, INVOLVING A LOSS OF $25,000— 
BLAZES AT HUNTINGTON AND WATER- 
TOWN. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Dee. 18.—[Special.]—The 
blacksmith and repair shops of the Missouri 
Car & Foundry Company, on DeKalb and Anna 
streeta, were destroyed by fire this morning, 
involving a loss of $25,000. Michael McGrali, a 
spectator, was instantly killed by a falling 
chimney, and several of the firemen had a 
narrow escape. The building was full of valu- 
able machinery, consisting of forges and ham- 
mers, and a lot of iron stock was in progress 
of preparation for the manufacture of freight 
and cattle cars. The value of the building and 
machinery taken together is estimated at about 
$25,000. These are pretty fully covered dy in- 
surance, the building being insured at $5,000, 
the forges at $3,000, the machinery at $10,000, 
and the engine and connections at $1,000, the 
total insurance amounting to $19,000, covered 
in sixty-eight companies. 

HuntTineaTon, Ind., Dec. 18.—[Special.]—The 
general store at the Village of Belden. Wabash 
County, in wuich were located the post-office 
and agency of the Wabash Road, was burned 
this morning, supposed by incendiaries. Loss 
about $4,000, with $1,500 insurance. 

WATERTOWN, Wis., Dec. 18.—[(Special,]—An 
incendiary fire last night destroyed the large 
barn and stables of the A. Fuermann Brewing 
Company and burned alive seven cows and one 
horse, involving a loss of $2,000. Insured in 
the Springfield (Mass.) Fire Insurance Com- 
pany for $1,000. 

CINCINNATI, O., Dec. 18.—The George C. Ware 
vinegar factory, Nos. 287 to 295 West Third 
street, was burned this morning. Loss, $40,000; 
insurance $30,000. The fire started in au upper 
story, and is thought to have been the work of 
an incendiary. The property was owned by 
Edward Golding of Massachusetts. 


A LAKE STREET BLAZE. 

Fire started in the rear of the third floor of 
the five-story brick building Nos. 225-22 Lake 
street at 9 o'clock last night. The fire burned 
up through to the next floor, where it caught 
in a stock of pitchtorks owned by Batcheller, 
Sons & Co., who occupy the fourth floor. 
The stock was piled solidiy on the flour and on 
banging she!ves and was most dificult to get 
at. After working nearly two hours the de- 
partment succeeded in putting out the blaze. 
The building is owned by the McCor- 
mick estate and by J. F. Wollen- 
sak, and is only slightly damaged. Batobeller 
Sone & Co.'s loss on stock amounts to 
about $1,200. They are ingured. The 
loss was suffered by J. F. Wollensak, manu- 
facturer and dealer in builders’ hardware and 
hardware specialities, who occupied the base- 
ment, firet, second, third, and fifth floors of 
Nos. 225 and 227 and the upper floors of 229. 
The damage to bis stock was inflicted by 
water. and will amount to about $3,000, and is 
covered by insurance.

Belief that They May Possibly Be Res- 
cued Ere the Flood Reaches 
Them. 


Their Fate Uncertain—Pumps Working 
Oonstantly—Searching Parties Sent 
to Investigate. 


NANTICOKE, Pa., Dec. 18.—[Special.]—No. 1 
Slope of the Susquehanna Coal Company at 
this place was the scene of an accident today 
which may result in the loss of the lives of up- 
wards of thirty men and boys who are 
now imprisoned in a breast in 
which they were working, caused by 
the mine being flooded by the giving out of the 
bottom of a large swamp, covering severai 
abres, and in which there was an immense 
quantity of water, acoumulated from the re- 
cent heavy snows and rains. The swamp was 
being used as a dump by the company, 
and the water which was precipitated into 
the mine carried with it tons of culm, and as it 
rushed through the gangways the large mine 
timbers were carried along into the workings. 
The miners and laborers, hearing the rushing 
waters, at once comprehended the situa- 
tion, and, dropping their picks and 
shovels, hurried into the gangways, where 
they were lifted from their feet by the terrific 
force of the water and dashed against the 
walls, but most of the men escaped alive. 
Door-boys and driver-boys abandoned 
their places and joined in the flight 
for safety. Several lives are supposed 
to have been lost by drowging, but 
Owing to the feilure of the men to promptly 
report to the mining boss it cannot be ascer- 
tained who they are. In another part of the 
slope the imprisoned men and boys were at 
work, and jt is feared that they cannot be 
rescued alive, although every effort to save 
them is being put forth. They are:

RESCUERS AT WORK. 


Five gangs vf rescuers are now at work 
driving tunnels into the breast where the 
imprisoned miners are, in hope of reach- 
ing them. Another gang is at work in the 
gangway removing débris, and the pumps are 
at work endeavoring to reduce the water in 
the slope. The fans are kept going stesdily, 
the speed having been increased in order to 
force fresh air in to the men. Owing 
to the airways being blocked up foul 
gas is accumulating rapidly. As soon as 
an alarm could be given by the miners who es- 
caped from the slope, the men employed in 
Nos. land 2 shafts, the workings of which 
are ata much greater depth than the slope, 
and into which the water was expected 
to run, were at once ordered out 
of the mines. The connecting gangway, 
however, became clogged by the timbers and 
dirt which the water was carrying with it be- 
fore much water passed into shaft No. 2, and 
those workings are yet free of water, although 
should the obstruction 
it will be discharged into the | shafts. 
In anticipation of such an event all the mules 
and other loose property has been removed. 
Another gang of men in the slope, finding the 
usual openings closed against them, found 
their way to the bottom of the air shaft and 
ropes were lowered to them and they were all 
safely landed at the surface. 

JOY BECAUSE OF THEIR RESCUE, 

The great crowd that was gathered about the 
shaft sent up shouts of rejoicing as each one 
was brought up. Intense excitement pre- 
vails in all parts of the town, and at 
ali the, breakers there are crowds of men 
who are discussing the catastrophe. On the 
hillside close to the slope fan-house were aus- 
sembied during the entire afternoon hundreds 
of men, women, and children whose relatives 
are still imprisoned, and whose rescue seems 
doubttul. On every band were tokens of dis- 
tress, weeping, and sympathy. Ihe blanched 
faces of the women, who cuddied their 
erying children, told plainly of the fears 
that tilled their hearts. Their intense mental 
suffering appealed strongly to the men around, 
who were actively at work preparing for the 
rescue of the men. Superintendent Morgan 
encouraged the women and men to hope for 
the best; that nothing would be left un- 
done that would in any way assist 
in rescuing the miners. H's orders 
were promptly responded to, and his 
cali for relief gangs met with a willing re- 
sponse from a bundred brawny and brave 
tollers who fear no danger when human 
lives are to be saved. The men were 
detailed into gangs and will work unceasingly 
so long as a single person remains in the breast. 
The first gang is now at work under the direc- 
tion of Inside Superintendent Reese, but it is 
impossible for them to make any great head- 
way, owing to the difficulties which the flood 
threw in their way. 

THEY MAY BE SAVED. 

At 11:30 the water bad subsided and a large 
force of men are at work removing the quick- 
sand that blocks the gangway. The rescuing 
party are now within forty feet of the men 
and there are strong hopes of reaching thom 
by morning. The damage to the mine will be 
extensive, and it will be some weeks before 
work will be resumed. 


FELL 1,200 FEET. 

Denver, Col., Dec. 18.—[ al.I— While 
seven men were being hoisted to the surface 
in the Solferino mine, near Nevadaville, Gilpin 
County, last evening, a rock fell from above 
and struck Archaleus Warren on the head, 
knocking him out of the bucket. The men 
tried to catch him, but failed. The bucket 
was about 450 feet from the surface at 
the time. An exploring party found a piece of 
his jawbone at the 1,200-foot level. a piece of 
hie skull at the 1,300-foot level, where his coat 
was also found, and bis pants and drawers 
were found floating on the water at the 1,700- 
foot station. His body fell about 1,200 fect in 
all, and is now in the water at the bottom of 
the shaft. .

ROMANCE AND REALITY, 


ROUGH EXPERIENCE OF A YOUNG WOMAN 
IN MALE ATTIRE—DRIVEN FROM HER 
HUSBAND BY HIS CRUELTY, SHE HIDES 
HER IDENTITY IN MASCULINE GARB, AND 
ACTS AS BRAKEMAN, LABORER, AND COOK 
ON AN OYSTER-BOAT. 

Inoxrox, O., Dec. 17.—A strange story 
comes from Baltimore of the arrest of one of 
Tronton’s young women on a schooner, where 
she had shioped, in male attire, under the 
name of Frankie Hains. Her maiden name 


was Mary Harper, and a few years ago she 
lived here with her parents, who were indus- 
trious, respectable people. She was an intelli- 
gent littie black-eyed girl, and no one guessed 
that she would ever turn out to be a rough 
tramp in male attire, which her subsequent 
life has proven. When arrested on suspicion 
of being a female she confessed .and told the 
following story, which in the main is true. 
Same of her relatives live here, and only afew 
days since her husband was seen on our streets. 
The wayward girl had been missing so long 
that she was mourned as iost: 

I was born in Mason County, Kentucky; my fa- 
ther removed to Ironton, O.; I taught a class in 
Spencer Chapel of the Methodist Episcopal Church; 
Nov. 21 was married to Lewis Riley; I ran off to 
Greenup County, Kentucky, to be married. The 
Ist of February I left him on account of cruelty. 
In August 1 gave birth toa male enild. He was 
adopted by my uncle. I commenced sinking, a 
minister being the cause of my downfall. After 
that I became hardened and didn’t care for myself. 
During the summer I visited every town on the 
Ohio River, and in the fall I went to Cambridge. 
A conductor on the Wheeling & Lake Erie Road 
proposed to me that I pat on male attire 
and go as a brakeman with him on the local train; 
l was a brakeman with him for two months; while 
coupling cars I was knocked down and run over; 
when I recovered [I went to work on Davall's dam, 
on the Muskingum River; while working there an 
éxcursion came up from Parkersburg and one of 
the young men revealed my identity to thé boss. I 
quit work, and Monday night went with Thax Du- 
vali to a country dance. Chartes Dawson got jeal- 
ous while I was dancing with his girl, and was 
going to thrash me. Before he gota chance I 
cut him across the left breast andabdomen. I 
was arrested the next day, but young Duvall’s 
father got me out on bail and told me to skip, 
which I did. One night 1 jumped on the cattle- 
train at Parkersburg and went to Grafton. Satur- 
day I met Charles Dean, who was with a crowd. He 
said Iwas such a young-looking boy that he took 
pity on me and said if I wanted to go East to come 
on. We boarded a freight-train and came to Bal- 
timore. We started out to get employment on an 
oyster-boat. I begged Chariey to stay and try to 
get employment on the same boat, as 1 didn’t want 
to be alone. He didn’t know that I wasa iri. We 
had both been shipped, he as a dredger and I asa 
cook. When I forgot myself I spoke in my natu- 
ral voice, which caused suspicion, and I confessed 
my sex. 


TO BECOME AMERICAN CITIZENS. 


THE CHINESE. IN WESTERN CITIES ARE 
TAKING OUT NATURALIZATION PAPERS— 
THE MOVEMENT SAID TO BE GENERAL.

TO THE SOUTH OF US. 

MONTEREY, Mex., Dec. 18.—The whereabouts 
of ex-Gov. Supelveda have not been generally 
known for the last few days, and it was sup- 
posed that he was confining himself to the 
privacy of his residence, but now it is known 
that he is a prisoner in the military guard- 
house by order of the Federal Government. 
Much indignation is expressed at this second 
breach of faith on the part of Gen. Reyes. 

The revoluuonary forces, which have been 
in this city for some days, are gradually leav- 
ing in smoll bands under sub-commanders. 
One of these companies on arriving at Sabinas, 
north of this city, endeayored to force tke 
municipal authorities to disgorge a sum of 
money, when a fight occurred, in which the 
revoluuonists were defeuted, losing their Cap- 
tuin. Fears are entertained that these small 
bands will resolve themselves into bandits, 
. to the detriment of travel in the coun- 
ry. 

Another surprise was in store for the citizens 
of the city yesterday by the appointment by 
Military Governor Keyes of Manuel Rodriguez, 
late chieftain of the revolutionists, as Federal 
Alcaido of the Town of Lampasas, his native 
city, in the northern part of the State. It is 
now understood that Reyes repented of his 
coolness toward Rodriguez and thus endeavored 
to pacify him. 

Vicroria, State of Tamaulipas, Mex., Dec. 
18.— [Special. — The muuicipal electionsin this 
State, which were held Sunday, resulted in the 
selection of candidates friendly to Gov. Cueliar 
and ox-President Gonzales. The elecuoun for 
the State Legislature will occur in 
February. The municipal officiais elect- 
ed Sunday have practically the power 
to control the February contest. This power 
will be used against the Diaz Administraton 
in securing a Legislature that will send oppo- 
sition Congressmen and Senators to the City of 
Mexico. It is now a foregone conclusion that 
thas city, the Capital of the State, will be the 
headquarters of the next revolution in Mex- 
ico. Important preparatory measures, such 
as smuggling arms and ammunition from the 
Texas border, have already been taken. 

Et Paso, Tex., Dec. 18.—W oodford, the young 
American who was assaulted and robbed in 
Paso del Norte and subsequently imprisoned in 
a military dungeon by the local officiais, se- 
cured his release during the night and fled 9 
this side of the river. He gained his freedom 
by obtaining money from friends to bribe the. 
guard. The matter will be laid before the State 
Department by American Consul Brigham. 
The ruffians are bolder and more numerous 
than at any former flesta, and insults and 
threats of violence are offered to Americans 
who refuse to beswindied. Vigilance-commit- 
tee talk is common in the city. 


UTTERLY DEMORALIZING, 


HOW BETTING UPON THE TURF AFFECTS 
BOTH LOSER AND WINNER. 

Looking at the system of betting generally, 
not five men in twenty can afford to lose, and 
certainly not one in twenty afford to win. 
This may seem a paradox; but few men, unless 
they have a large fortune indeed, can take 
settling quietiy. It can't be done. A young 
man drawing his first winnings is like a tiger 
tasting his first blood; he seldom stops again 
till he is brought to a deadiock as a defauiter; 
his visits are extended from a few afternoons 
to weeks after the race-meetings, and the mind 
becomes untuned for everything else.“ These 
words are not part of a Puritan's diatribe 
against racing, but were written by a man who 
loved sport as keenly as WHyte Melville himself. 
And we will cap his reflections by a remarkable 
passage from thediary ofone of the most 
notable turfites of the century: May 27, 
1883.—Ali last week at Epsom, and now, thank 
God, these races are over. I have had all the 
excitemeat and worry, and have neither won 
nor lost; nothing but the hope of gain would 
induce me to go through this demoralizing 
drudgery, which I am conscious reduces me 
to the level of all that is most disreputable and 
despicabie, for my thoughts are eternaily ab- 
sorbed by it. Jockeys, trainers, and biack- 
legs are my companions, and it is like dram- 
drinking; having once entered upon it I cannot 
leave it off, thoughIam disgusted with the 
occupation all the time. While the 
fever it excites is raging and the odds are 
varying I can neither read nor write nor 
occupy myself with anything eise.—Quarterly 
Review.

THE M’CARTHY CASE. 


The trial of Charles McCarthy for the mur- 
der of bis father, Joremiah McCarthy, Sept. 27 
ot this year, was concluded in Judge William- 
son’s court yesterday The jury 
was treated to arguments which the 
whole day on the part of Assistant State’s-At- 
torney Frank Walker for the prosecution and 
Mr. Daniel Donahue for the defense. During 
tne entire argument of both counsel the pris- 
oner sat with bis sister at bis left, the latter 
having ber arms about his neck, while both 
wept copiously and continuously. Six or seven 
other young women sat at the left of Miss Mo- 
Carthy, and these were also of an emotional 


nature. 

Judge Williamson gave the instructions to 
the jury and they went out about 5 o’clock. 

At 8:30 o’clock the jury returned a verdict 
of guilty of manslaughter, with imprisonment 
for five years. A motion for anew trial was 
immediately made. The jury stood eleven to 
one for guilty on the first ballot. On the sec 
ond the crime was fixed as mansiaughter, and 
then foilowed the fight on the term of impris- 
onment, some being for twenty-one years and 
others for only one year. Five was at last 
agreed upon. The prisoner received the ver- 
dict with composure, turning slightly pale at 
first, but seemed relieved at the length of the 
term fixed. Itis considered a victory for the 
defense.

TERE will be found elsewhere in today’s 
issue some notice of the remarkable decision 
of Judge Prendergast in the Smith-Harrison 
case refusing the recount of the ballots in the 
fifteen passed precincts—a decision which ap- 
pears to be contfary both to good law, as laid 
down by the Judges of the Supreme Court, 
and to good sense. It is one of those de- 
cisions which, while not so meant, throws 
open wide the doorto future fraud and shows 
how counting-in can be done without any fear 
of reversal. The Judge's action must be pe- 
cullarly unpleasant to ex-City Clerk New 
meister, whom Harrison's attorneys have 
practically charged with tampering with the 
ballots while they were in his custody, for it 
deprives him of any chance of showing that 
any such intimation was as unkind as it is 
untrue. That Harrison’s lawyers should ob- 
ject to the recount of these votes is not sur- 
prising, for they know it would not help 
their case; but that Judge Prendergast would 
rule in their favor was not expected and will 
pain all who know the facts and can see the 
mischief he is unintentionally doing. 


THE PRESIDENTIAL SUCCESSION. 

Neither of the Presidential-Succession bills 
now pending in Congress meets fully and 
fairly the difficulties certain to arise in case 
of the death of both President and Vice 
President. The Hoar bill, which has passed 
the Senate, provides that in tase of the 
death, resignation, or inability of both Presi- 
dent and Viee- President the succession shall 
pass in the Order named to the Secretary of 
State, the Secretary of the Treasury, the See- 
retary of War, the Attorney-General, the 
Postmaster-General, the Secretary of the 
Navy, and the Secretary of the Interior. 


| Cabinet officers of foreign birth or any who 


had lived in this country for “Tess than a con- 
tinuots period of fourteen years previous 
would, of course, Be ineligible to succeed to 
the Presidency; and the bill expressly ex- 
cludes Secretafies appointed during the re- 
cess of Congress. without the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate, as well as any who may 
be under impeachment: It is clear that there 
might be a great many breaks and loopholes 
in the elaborate plan of succession provided 
in the Hoar bill. 

Another strong objection to the Hoar bill 
is that the Cabinet officer who succeeds to 
the Presidency will hold for the entire unex- 
pired term, whatever that may be. The bill 
vaguely says that the term of such officer 
shall continue until the disability is re- 
moved or a President elected,” but as the 
present provisions of law for a special elec- 
tion are repealed it seems to be the purpose 
of the Hoar bill to devolye the Presidency on 
the succeeding Cabinet officer for the re- 
mainder of the unexpired term. The Ed- 
munds amendment; which was defeated, 
aimed to continue the present provisions of 
law, so that the Cabinet officer would 
hold temporarily until the vacancy could be 
filled at a special election. The Hoar bill 
sweeps. away the provisions for a _ special 
election and enables a Cabinet officer to suc- 
ceed In the same manner as a Vice-Presi- 
dent. Thus the Presidency may be devolved 
for almost an entire term on a man not se- 
lected by the people nor in any manner con- 
sidered by them in connection with the Pres- 
idential office. ‘To get at the practical work- 
ings of sucha bill it is only necessary to 
imagine a Whitney or a Lamar installed as 
President for the next three years. Under 
the Hoar bill the Presidency might pass to a 
man who could not possibly have secured it 
as the choice of the people. The vital de- 
fect of the Hoar bill is that it does not give 
the people any choice, directly or indirectly, 
but provides for an arbitrary selection with- 
out any regard to the public will. 

The Randall bill provides that the mem- 
bers of the Electoral College shall hold office 
for four years, and in case of the death of the 
Vice-President or his succession to the Pres- 
idency they should be summoned to elect his 
successor. In case of the death of the Pres- 
ident and the Vice-President the Electors 
shall fill both vacancies. This bill aims to 
fill the vacancy in accordance with the will 
of the people as expressed in the last pre- 
ceding quadrennial election, but in practice it 
would result in precipitating a Presidential 
contest on the Country immediately after the 
death of either the President or V ice-Presi- 
dent. In all probability there would be many 
vacancies in the Electoral College, owing to 
death or removal to other States, and as the 
colleges meet on the same day in all the 
States, and have no concert of action, it would 
be necessary to hold National conventions to 
declare the choice of the party and pledge the 
Electors. There would be an unsettled ques- 
tion as to whether a second National conven- 
tion could bind the Electors to reflect its 
choice. Under the Randall bill it might be- 
come necessary at any time to start the ma- 
chinery of the Presidental election under em- 
barrassing cireumstances and with no certainty 

that the result reached would be satisfactory. 
The Randall bill would present at once a 
conundrum as to the term of the new Prasi- 
dent. Would he hold for four years or 
merely for the unexpired term of his prede- 
cessor? The ablest constitutional lawyers in 
the country cannot agree on this question. 
The Constitution provides that the President 
shall! hold his office during the term of four 
years” and inthe event of his death, resigna- 
tion, or inability the officer spetified by law 
shall act “ until the disability be removed or 
a President elected.” Plainly this seems to 
indicate that a President elected by the Elect- 
oral College shall serve not up to a certain 
day but for an absolute term of four years. 
Yet the act of March 1, 1792, whieh still 
stands, declares that the term of four years 
for which a President and Vice-President 
shall be elected shall, in all cases, commence 
on the 4th day of March next succeeding 
the day on which the votes of the Electors

The best solution of the difficulty would be 


to unite the main features of the Hoar and 


Randall bills without the defects of either, 
and without calling a general election 
throughout the country provide for the selec- 
tion of a President to fill the | term, 
and have the choice made in such manner as 
to reflect the popular will. Why-not have 
Congress elect in the case of the death of 
both President and Vice-President? Both 
Houses to meetin joint session, each Sena- 
tor and member to cast one vote, and to bal- 
lot from day to day until some person re- 
ceived a majority of the quorum present or 
of all the members elected, as may be deter- 
mined. Why is not this a fair, a satisfactory 
solution of the question? What better mode 
of filling a vacancy ean be devised? . 

There would be no doubt as to the term of 
a President so selected; he would simply fill 
the vacancy until it expired. A choice made 
by the representatives of the people would 
come as near reflecting the public will as any: 
thing short of an election by the Electoral 
College. Congress, being u permanent body, 
would be ready to act at any time, and could 
be called in special session if necessary. ‘This 
method of filling the vacancy would be much 
more satisfactory than the present law or 
either of the schemes now being debated in 


Congress. 


BADS SHIP-RALLRUAD. 

The President having shelved the Nicara- 
gua Canal scheme, Eads is now improving 
the opportunity to advance the interests of 
his interoceanic Ship-rallway project, and 
the bill introduced the other day by Senator 
Vest to incorporate the company gives us an 
inside view of what the proposed Atlantic 
and Pacific Ship-Rallway Company expeet 
from the United States as a supplement to 
the conditional aid the Mexican Government 
has agreed to furnish. The bill provides 
that the Government of the United States 
will guarantee that two-thirds of the annual 
net revenues for the period of fifteen years 
after the completion of the ship-railway will 
amount to $2,500,000 per annum, and it 
further obligates itself to pay to the company 
at the end of each year a sum sufficient to 
raise the revenue to this amount. The only 
condition stipulated is that when the rail- 
way is done the company shall transport 
a loaded vessel weighing not less than 
3,000 tons at a rate, of not less 
than six miles per hour, and place it in har- 
bor at the terminus without injury. It this 
ean be done then the guarantee shall date 
from the transportation of such vessel. The 
bill further binds the company to issne bonds 
for the payment of the money advanced, pay- 
ablé in fifteen years, or sooner if the revenues 
exceed the amount stipulated. 

The Mexican Government guarantees 
$1,250,000 and the United States is asked to 
guarantee $2,500,000 more annually for fif- 
teen years. This means that Eads estimates 
it will take $56,250,000 to build the raffroad 
complete. If he can do it for less it is that 
much more money in his pocket. 

In order to get his four millions every year 

for fifteen years it is only necessary to carry 
a single vessel safely across, and that vessel 
only of the second or third class tonnage. A 
first-class ocean steamer with load will weigh 
5,000 to 6,000 tons. Indeed, it is evident 
from the specifications that he does not con- 
template carrying any ocean-going steamers 
except small craft.. This is the only 
condition which is made. It will not 
be necessary for him to transport 
more than one vessel in six or twelve months 
to draw his four millions of money. If he is 
so disposed he can make the tolls so high 
that not more than one vessel-owner will 
patronize the ship-railway in that time. On 
the other hand, vessel-owners themselves 
may prefer to trust their vessels to the water 
rather than to the chances of railroading 
them across Mexico from one sea to an- 
ther. But this will not affect Eads. It will 
be only necessary for him to get a vessel over 
once a year in order to collect his guaranty 
money. Again, the bill makes no provision 
for repairs. Railroads are peculiariy liable 
to get out of order, particularly a road of 
this kind, subjected to such tremendous 
strain and to a thousand and one chances 
which do not attach to a legitimate railway. 
Who isto pay for repairs? The bill is alto- 
gether too loosely drawn. It covers Eads in 
very maternal fashion, but the Government 
may be the victim of tricks innumerable un- 
der such an agreement. Before Congress 
goes into a project of this kind for rairead- 
ing in a foreign country it will do well in the 
first place to look into the constitutionality of 
such a proceéding, and in the next place to 
protect the interests of the Government as 
well as the interests of Mr. Eads, 

There are other reasons why Congress 
should flatly refuse to put its hands into 
the taxpayers’ pockets to grant a subsidy 
of this kind. The Eads project is purely ex- 
perimental, and the Government cannot afford 
to risk tens of millions of the people’s money 
on visionaty experiments. There is no other 
ship-railway of this kind in the world and 
nothing resembling one. Such a scheme 
might work, but, on the other hand, there is 
better reason to suppose that it will be a fail- 
ure. The chances are 99 in 100 that, after 
he has made the effort to railroad a vessel 
and cargo weighing four, five, or six thou- 
sand tons from one otéan to another across 
Mexico, he will never get the consent of ves- 
sel-owners to repeat the experiment so. long 
as there is water communication between the 
two oceans, however roundabout it may be, 
nor sailors to man à craft that makes its 
trips overland through primeval forests, up 
hill and down dale, stopping at way-stations 
to take in coal and water, and taking the 
chances of a region where earthquakes may 
any moment gulp down railroad, vessel, 
crew, cargo, and all. When railroad trains 
can run on water there may be some prospect 
that ships will ge ‘across Mexico without 
wetting their keels and lay off on side-tracks 
over night. 


Capt. Eads unquestionably believes in his 
scheme, but has any one else the courage to 
express his confidence in it? We know that 
if De Lesseps can get money enough he may 
cut the Panama Canal through some time in 
the far-off future. We know that the Nic- 
araguan Canal can be constructed. At 
least there are no obstacles standing 
in the way which selence cannot 
sooner or later overcome, even to the 
extent of making a harbor at Greytown, 
where real estate at the bottom of the water 
makes faster than dredges can dig it out. 
But what do we know, br what does science 


know, or what does Eads himself know | 


about this unnatural scheme for taking ships 
out of their native element and transporting 
them in box-cars across country by a series of 
railroad gymnastics to which no well-regu- 
lated mariner will ever give his consent? 
The financier whose St. Louis bridge cost 


more than he ever dreamed of und who | 
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as amply protected as Eads, and that if such 
a railway can be built it shall be built for 


business and not for eating up their money. 


HAMBURG BUTLER'S INSULT 10 DA- 
KOTA. 

The resolution off ered. in the Senate a day 
or two ago by Hamburg Butler instruct- 
ing the Committee on Territories to inquire 
whether the recent organization of a State 
Legislature in Dakota and its election of 
United States Senators was not of à revolu- 
tionary character was both insulting and im- 
pertinent, and deserved even severer rebuke 
than it received. On the face of the resolu- 
tion it appears merely as a matter of inquiry 
whether the action of the people of Dakota 
is not prejudicing the good of the Territory 
and liable to bring about a conflict with the 
Territorial Government, but its real meaning 
is that South Carolina objects to the admis- 
sion of Dakota into the Union. 

Of all the States in the: Union South Caro- 
lina should be the last to make any objection 
against the admission of Dakota or any other 
Territory. Of all men in South Carolina 
Butler should have been the last to oppose 
it. South Carolina was not at all sensitive 
about going out of the Union and Butler 
cheerfully went out with her. They were 
so anxious to get out that people will fail to 
see the consistency of their objections toa 
State coming in. They had no difficulty in 
taking themselves out. Why should it seem 
80 diffieult to them to get a State in? They 
had to be forced back, shot back, and driver 
back into the Union, and thousands of lives 
atid millions of money had to be sacrificed 
before it was done. Now they protest they 
like being back. Why, then, should they 
worry so much over @ State that wants to 
come in legally, as half the other States have 
done, and stay in? The insinuation that the 
loyal men of Dakota are doing anything 
illegal, disloyal, or revolutionary, or that 
they will refuse to obey the laws of the coun- 
try, or take any position in contravention of 
them is contemptibly mean, and it is safe to 
say it never would have been made except by 
those who have themselves committed illegal, 
disloyal, and reyolutionary acts. 

The people of Southern Dakota have 
moved along rapidly towards Statehood, but 
they have never moved outside the line of 
precedent or antagonized the law. They 
have simply moved to cone into the Union 
without an epabling act, because they are 
tired of waiting for it, as other States have 
come in which did not have as large a popt- 
lation as that of Dakota when they were ad- 
mitted. The terms upon whieh she de- 
mands admission are the same as those upon 
which Vermont, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Maine, Michigan, -Arkansas, Florida, Iowa, 
ve California, Kansas, Oregon, and 

came.in. Not one of them was ad- 
ne under an enabling act. In fact, Da- 
kota has a stronger case than any of them 
and has more population than several of 
those mentioned have éven today, She has 
made her demand in a peaceable, legitimate, 
respectful manner. She has her State Gov- 
ernment ready for operation and waits the 
permission of Congress to set it in motion. 
As Senator Harrison said: Andrew Jack- 
son did not send troops to Michigan to put 
down nullifiers when Michigan came in in 
this way. He sent his troops to South Caro- 
lina.” 

Congress cannot do otherwise than permit 
Dakota to come in. She has fulfilled every 
requirement of a State. If Utah, Idaho, 
Washington, or New Mexico is equally ready 
and has the requisit population there is no 
reason why they should be kept out either. 
The resolution of Hamburg Butler was 
an unnecessary, gratuitous insult, which 
should not even have been recognized by the 
Senate, especially when Dakota did so much, 
even as a Territory, to help keep South Caro- 
lina in the Union. 


DIFFICULTIES OF THE ANGLO-IRISH 
PROBLEM. 

In his telegram of Thursday night to the 
London papers Mr. Gladstone touched on 
the two great difficulties of the Irish problem. 
„The questions of commerce and police,“ 
he says, are difficult ones.“ Mr. Parnell’s 
statement in favor of protection in his Wick- 
low speech at the opening of the electoral 
campaign first brought the commercial diffi- 
culty into prominence. Since then the Irish 
leader has modified his views on this question 
and very likely will yield on those points al- 
together. The police difficulty still remains, 
and will remain as long as there are landlords 
in Ireland, The Irish police force differs 
from that of any other country in the world. 


It is, in fact, a military force with constabu- 


lary. powers. It consists of about 16,000 
able-bodied men. Altogether they are 
physically the finestlooking set of men 
to be found in the British Isles, or in 
Europe perhaps. ‘They are all well drilled 
and well armed. Each man Is provided with 
a rifle, a revolyer, and a sabre. The force 18 
now controlled almost entirely by English or 
Anglo-Irish officers. ‘The chiet duties of the 
men are to ald in enforcing the collection of 
rents for landlords, the protection of persons 
obnoxious to the peasantry, and the pres- 
ervation of the peace between rival factions 
in certain parts of the island. As a body the 
Irish police foree is loyal. Its members are 
well paid and well treated for being so. 
Should the Parnellites get controlof the 
force it would be just as loyal to Parnell as it 
is now to the Tory landlords—for the same 
pay. Under Parnellite influence the mem- 
bers would never aid in collecting rents, and 
would certainly not trouble themselves about 
protecting boycotted persons. It would bea 
hopeless undertaking for the landlords to at- 
tempt to collect rents.. Mr. Gladstone and 
his party, therefore, if they lave not made 
up their minds to sacrifice the landlords, or 
expropriate them immediately, cannot hand 
over the control of the police to an Irish Par- 
liament. Parneil has probably anticipa 
this difficulty and has communicated 


views on the matter to the Irish leaders.

firm this view, Several Protestants were 
elected last month in the Catholie con- 
stituenciés of the south of Ireland, and Cath- 
olics like Mr. Healy, William O’Brien, and 
Redmond were elected in Ulster counties, 
where the Protestant voters were clearly in 
the majority. 

But the main difficulties that Mr. Glad- 
stone will have to encounter in the settlement 
of the Irish problem are the reluctance of some 
of the moderate members of his own party to 
support his scheme and the determined op- 
position of the House of Lords, Even if the 
moderates vote for the ex-Premier’s scheme 
the House of Lords may force a dissolution 
on the issue, and the Tories will go to the 
constituencies with an anti-Irish cry.

THOUGH Mr. Gladstone provokingly keeps 
quiet as to the real terms of the alliance he 
is Making with Parnell, it seems to be very 
generally accepted in England that he has 
gone nearly the whole home-rule figure, and 
has agreed not only to give the Irish a local 
Parliament but complete control over local 
affairs in the island, including the police, the 
judiciary, land regulations and. taxation, 
tariff, and protection for the Protestant mi- 
nority. If the concessions are as sweeping 
as the English papers claim it will make the 
union between Ireland and England as 
shadowy as that which exists between Can- 
ada or Australia. and Great Britain, and virt- 
ually pave the way for complete separation. 
But can Mr. Gladstone carry out his part of 
the contract? Can he take sufficient of the 
Liberals with him to overcome the combina- 
tion of Whigs and ‘Tories that will inevita- 
bly be made against it? If aS many as 
eighty-five Whigs bolt he fs beaten.” It is 
also to be remembered that Lord Salisbury 
can dissolye Parliament if so disposed and 
go before the country on a straight anti-L[rish 
issue, which would bring on the wildest 
election ever known in that country. Un- 
doubtedly the people of England are tired 
out with the “Irish question,” and would 
like to have it settled permanently in some 
form so that Parliament could transact its 
legislation free from the obstruction which 
the Irish can always place in its way, and 
Mr, Gladstone himself is particularly anxious 
to have the question thus settled during his 
lifetime. It only remains to be seen whether 
he has not gone so far in making concessions 
that the Britons Will refuse to ratify them. 
There is another side to this view; however. 
Suppose they do. The Irish phalanx will 
still be on hand with their obstructions, mak- 
ing government as impossible as they can. 
And what then? Apparently the only way 
to untie the knot is to cut it, as Mr. Glad- 
stone is reported to have done. But what 
will er- of the cutter ?

Pattzs in St. Louis are proposing to 
store corn this winter without incurring 
elevator charges. The boats of the Missis- 
sippi Valley ‘Transportation Company are to 
be filled up with cheap corn now, with a sav- 
ing of 3 cents per bushel on storage if the 
corn has to lie at the wharf for a couple of 
months, and will be moved down the river as 
soon as navigation is in order. The St. Louis 
papers are talking of the scheme as if it were 
a new idea.

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BLACKMAILING A PRINCE. 

Hn FUTURE KING OF ENGLAND FIGURES 
48 A SENSATIONAL CASE ABOUT WHICH 
‘ALL SORTS OF STORIES ARE TOLD, 
Loro. Dec. 18.--(Via Mackay-Bennett 

Cable to The Tribune. A sensation which for 

the moment almost eclipses the bome-rule die- 

cussion was furnished this afternoon by 
the arrest of two alleged biackmailers 
on a charge of attempting to 
extort 2750 from the Prince of Wales 
hy means of threatening letters. The prison- 
evs are John Magee and n wife Sarah. Ma- 
gee is a sbebbs, unkempt young man ot me- 

Gum bigkt, with dark bair and mustache. He 

gave bis age as 85 years. His wife ie a siender 

and graceful brunet of 20. She was sbabbily 
dressed, but she.is decidedly pretty, and her 
threadbare garments did not conceal the per- 
section of ber form. | 

It is charged that Mrs. Magee, at the instiga- 
tion of ber husband, wrote two letters, ad- 
dressed to the Prince of Wales, which con- 
thined threats and a demand for money. The 
letters did not reach the Prince, but were in- 
tercepted by one of his equerries and turned 

over to the police. Both letters mentioned a 

time and place where the writer promised to 


await the Pringe’s answer. Tho police sent a de- 


coy letter to the address given and two inspegt- 
ore from Seotlaud Yard went to the appointed 
rendezvous, where they found Mrs. Magee. 
The inspectors, who were in plain clothes, told 
the young woman that they bad been autbor- 
red to satisfy ber demand, and they banded 
ber a package of copper coin made up to re- 
sembie a package of sovereigns. She bad no 
sooner received the package than hand- 
cuffs were snapped upon ber wrists, 
ead she was told that she was 
aprisoner. At this, according to the inspect- 
tore’ statements in court, she became frigut- 
ened and told her right name and address., add- 
ina that ner husband hed forced ber to write 
the letters, and to Come for the money. The 
husband was soon captured, and both were 
atraigned in a police court. 

‘The case was unexpected and the court- 
room was deserted except by the officials and 
one or two reporters. During the brief pro- 
ceedings Magee remained calm and unmoved. 
He kept his eyes fixed on his wife with a stern 
and threatening expression ail the time she 
was ju the court-room. The young wife was 
trembling with nervous excitement. She evi- 
Gently teared- her husband, and gazed 
at him with an air of ~»pitifal en- 
treaty. The police. inspectors soon told 
their story substantially as narrated above, 
and the prisoners were remanded for examina- 


tion. Tue police reward the caste as very seri- 


ous, apparently becanse the prisoners are Irish, 
and they throw out dark hints that Magee is a 
dangerous man. 

Tne Priuee of Wales treats the matter lightly, 
and says he is quite accustomed by this time 
to receiving curious correspondence. 

There is a vast amount of curiosity as to the 
contents of the threatening letters. All sorts 
of rumors ere afloat, and some of them have 
no better basis than the iact that the writer is 
a young and pretty woman, and that the 
Prince was sald some years ago to be fond 
of miseellaueous gailantries. 

THE EQUERRY INTERVIEWED. 

A cable news reporter called at Marlborough 
House this evening and succeeded in getting 
an interview with the equerry who intervepted 
the letters. He deolined to talk until he bad 
exacted & promise that his name should not be 
published. He 1s 4 well-known fleld-officer of a 
crack cavalry regiment. He explained that the 
Prince had neither seen nor read either of 
the letters, but after the arrest of the Magees 
the substance of the letters had been imparted 
to him. When the first letter arrived, the 
equerry said, he read it and put it aside with- 
out giving it a moment’s thought. When the 
second one arrived be sent both of them to the 
police, and he was glad to see that they had 
made short work of ‘capturing the criminals. 
On being asked to describe their contents the 
equerry said, with every appearance of frank- 
ness: - 
os letters said that the writer was an 
emissary of a secret society, and had been or- 
dered to kil! the Prince of Wales. Tue dea of 
assasinating his Royal Higbness was revolting 
to her, but she wae wholly in the power of the 
society, and would berself be murdered if she 
refused to obey; therefore she wanted £750 


to enable her to go to America and quit con- 


Spiracies forever.“ 

Mrs. Magee was afterward seen, but she res- 
olutely refused to admit that she wrote the let- 
ters or had any knowledge of their contents. 
Wien asked about the confession which the 
policemen said she made when first arrested 
she said the confession was untrue and was 
forced from her by the brutal and shameiess 
tortures which the policemen inflicted upon 
her when she was alone with them. 

The officers, who are reputable inspectors of 
police, deny this charge., and say that the 
woman was undoubtedly frightened, but that 
ne force, threats, or insults were used to make 
her eonfess. '

COLD AND DISBASE KILLING OFF SOLDIERS

Luxpox, Dec. 18.—Typbus-fever and small- 
pox are ram among the Servian troops en- 
camped at Nish.

Mands that Servia shall evacuate the Widin 
Gistriet. King Milan considers this an unfair 
request. Servia seeks an armistice and peace 
for political reasons, but if they are not ob- 
tained sbe will continue the war to the last 
extremity. She will, however, wait until the 
enemy takes the offensive. 

The Government of Montenegro, in view of 
the general military activity on the borders of 
that country, bas taken the precaution to arm 
and equip 45 000 men, who will be held in readi- 
ness for immediate action in the event 
of the invasion of the country 
by. a foreign army or in case the 
Government decides upon more aggressive 
movements.

TILE FIRST SERVICES IN THE NEW CHURCH 
TO BB HELD TOMORROW. 

The first. services in the new Epiphany 
(Episcopal) chureb, corner of Ashland avenue 
and Adame street, will be beld Sunday morn- 
ing, the Rev. T. N. Morrison Jr. officiating. 
The lot is 100x150, and the chureh and chapel 
cover it all. The cost of the buildings was 
about $50,000. The material is mottled brown- 
stone, and the church is one of the handsomest 
in she city. Work was begun May 1, and the 
building is now completed with the exception 
of the tower. The woodwork is handsomely 
finished in mahogany, and there is a broad 
band of terra-cotta tiling extending almost en- 
tirely around the interior walls.

All of the chan- 
cel turniture, except the Bis hop's torone and 
the brazen altar-rail, is the gittof Mrs. E. W. 
Taylor. Each of the windows is an independ- 
ent work ot art. The most striking one is @ 
memoria! to Mrs. Mary W. Chandier. A ure 
holding the palm of vietory occupies the cen- 
tre, and on each side is a panel filled with 
lilies. There is also a handsome window in the 
baptistry in memory of Mrs. Emma Cameron. 
The chapel was built by William Wilson, the 
packer, to his mother’s memory. The upper 
floor is to be used by the Sunday-schooi. The 
general style of the interior is Byzantine, and 
the designs have been furniabed by Mr. White- 
house. The main wails of the building are of 
Lake Superior stone, constructed after the 
Norman-Gothie sty.e ot architecture. The 
building will seat from 600 to 1,000 people.

EDITOR WATTERSON’S EXPLANATION.

Meeting me, he told me 
this, and, having no thought of his making 
a private conversation the subject of public con- 
troversy, I replied that he was wrong, and that it 
was not Mr. Beck who had expressed dissatisfac- 
tion, but Mr. Morrison. I supposed Mr. Nordhof to 
be Mr. Morrison’s friend and my friend, and I was 
speaking in the most casual way, with 
no purpose except to correct bis misimpression as 
to Mr. Beck. Upon this warrant Mr. Nordhof 
proceeds to detach a paragraph from the Courter- 
Journal, printed anonymously and hypothetically, 
to illustrate the more cheerless view taker by 
despairing Democrats of the situation, and 
deciares Mr. Morrison to de  responsibie 
for the exact words of the paragraph, and gives 
me authority for this latter statement, and then 
undertakes to raise an issue of veracity between 
Mr. Morrison and myself to our joint discredit.

New Tonx, Dec. 18.—[Special.]—Stephen B. 
Elkins appearea today before Judge Law- 
rence io tha Supreme Court, Part 8, to ask 
judgment against Frank R. Sherwin for 
$13,565 on two notes of $5,000 each, to run for 
two and three months, dated Sept. 2, 1881, and 
on an advanve of $1,000 by Elkins to Sherwin 
Nov. 11, 1883, with interest upon the three 
amounts. At the time of the advance of the 
$1,000 Sherwin transferred to Elkins enough 
stock of the Maxwell Land-Grant Cattle 
Company of New Mexico to secure all 
the loans. As there was no mention of the 
collateral in the notes a judgment was necessa- 
ry to give Mr. Elkins power to sell it. Mr. Eik- 
ins identified the notes and Suerwin's letter 
asking for $1,000 and tendermg the collateral. 


the motion of Cul. George Bliss, Mr. Elkins’ 
counsel, Judge Lawrence directed judgment 
for Mr. Elkins. Col. Bliss said that Mr. Elkins 
loaned Mr. Sherwin the 510,000 in 1881 as a 
friendly act, and made the further ad- 


vance of $1,000 because Sherwin was 
bard pressed for money. Sometime ago, not 
wishing to appear as a witness in a suit in 
Colorado, Mr. Sherwin stepped over into Mex- 
ico, where he remained. Mr. Elkins beard 
lately that there was a prospect of a reorgani- 
zation of the cattle company whose stock he 
had as collateral. He brougnt the suit so that 
the stock might not be wasted in the reorgani- 
zation. Judge Lawrence appointed William 
H. Ricketts receiver to sell the collateral. 


THE DEADLY TRICHINIASIS. 

The record of the trichiniasig epidemic that 
had its origin in the fatal birthday party given 
by the Weitzel family on Thanksgiving Eve 
keeps swelling, and fears are now entertained 
for the lives of at least three of the patients. 
The six members of the Weitzel family who 
were attacked have been removed to the hos- 
pital. They are all very ill and scarcely able to 
speak or move. Bertha, aged 23; Oscar, aged 
20; and William, aged 13, are in a condition 
that gives grounds for the gravest fears as to 
the result. It was reported yesterday -that a 
young woman and her baby, who attended the 
party, were also ill, and that the young woman 
lay at the pointof deatn. Report was also 
made that Dennis Forbes, 21 years old, was 
very low with the disease. These additional 
names bring the number of affected persons 
up to twelve. Iwenty-five or thirty persons 
attended the party. 

HATCH TALKS ABOUT CHICAGO. 

Rufus Hatch, questioned about the proposed 
new site for the Stock Exchange, said: 
“What the exchange needs is a room with 
40,000 equare feet. The crowning place of all 
would be Madison Square Garden. 

“Suppose the wealthy business-men of Chi- 
cago took it into their heads to be dissatisfied 
with the conservative, illiperal methods of 
trading as practiced in New York, and estab- 
lished a stock exchange of their own. The 
financiers of Chicago could easily control the 
millions of dollars necessary for that purpose. 
English and Canadian banks have already 
agencies established there to meet the demands 
of the foreign trading in grain and provisions. 
Chicago is now the centre for grain-dealing. 
Most of the foreign trading is done direct with 
Chicago. It is the largest lumber and provision 
market in the world. 

** Suppose the Northwestern, the St. Paul, the 
Rock Island, the Northern Pacific, the Union 
Pacific, the Lilinois Central, and a dozen other 
large railroad corporations whose business is 
ali west of Chicago should establish their trans- 
ter offices in Chicago instead of New York, 
where would New York and her Stock Kxchange 
be then? If it were not for Chicago and her 
twenty sister cities New York would not exist 
as it now stands.” 


A GOOD-HUMORED FORGER. 

The trial of Charles J. Everard, the forger, 
otherwise known as George Hartmann, George 
Peters, Charles Coke, Charles MoGloin, ** Mash 
Market Jake, and Greenback Charlie,“ was 
finished in the Court of General Sessions today, 
and he was convicted of forgery in the second 
degree. Among the witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion was Neilson J. Gaylard, who is serving a 
ten-year sentence in Sm Sing. The case will 
probably be taken to the Court of Appeals on 
the ground that errors were committed in im- 
paneling and charging the jury. Everard 
never iost his good-humor. He walked back 
to the prisoner’s pen with a smile on his face. 
The sentence for forgery in the second dogree 
is from five to ten years. 

MRS. STEVENS’ “ ANTIQUE” DIAMONDS. 

Postofiice Inspector Freeman yesterday 
seized in the incomimg foreign mail a valuable 
diamond ring addressed to Mrs. Frederick 
Stevens, at No. 49 Wall street. This method of 
evading customs duties on precious stones is a 
very old one, but has of late become very 
hazardous. because of the close scrutiny. 
At No. 49 Wall street is the United States Trust 
Company, which is the agent for Mrs. Stevens. 
The latter, it is said, is a resident of Fifth 
avenue. She was written to for information 
as to what the package contained, and replied 
that it was some antique article, but exactly 
what she had forgotien. Three of the dia- 
monds are of eighty carats each, and are very 
valuable. The only remedy is for Mrs. Stevens 
to write to the Treasury Department and get 
them to remove the fine imposed, and then pay 
the duty. 

CHARGED WITH BEING AN ACCESSORY. 

James C. McShane, an employé in the engi- 
neers department in the post-office, was ar- 
rested on a bench warrant issued by Judge 
Giidersieeve today, charging him with being an 
accessory to a murder committed three years 
ago. Dec. 1, 1882, James A. Brown, a member 
of the Linwood Pleasure Club. got into an al- 
tercation with Samuel and George Ogle, two 
Other members of the club, and George took a 
veterinary surgeon’s lance from his pocket and, 
it is claimed, inflicted a wound that caused 
Brown's death. George Ogle afterwards went 
to Montana and remained until a few weeks 
ago, when be returned and was arrested. Mc- 
Shane bas been committed without ball. 
THE QUESTION AS TO GEN. GRANT’S TOMB. 

The Board of Aldermen met today, when the 
Law Committee reported that, as there was a 
question as to the city’s right to allow River- 
side Park to be used as a cemetery, some diffi- 
cuity might arise as to the sepuichre of Gen. 
Grant being permanently allowed to remain 
there. The commitceoe offered a resolution that 
the Legisiature pass an act which would settle 
this question beyond all peradventure as to the 
dead soldier and bis widow, when she dics, and 
requesting the Corporation Coupset to me- 
morialize the Senators and Assembly men to this 
effect.

in other divisions of the order in this country. 
The party to which Leonard adherea ciaimed 
to be the only true Division No. 11, and that 
the other faction were seceders from the order, 
and had thrown off allegiance to the Board of 
Erin, which was generaliy supposed to be the 
acknowledged head of the order. Leonard's 
counsel filed a demurrer to the petition for 


mandamus, and there proceedings in that di- 
rection stopped. Two suits were taen brought 
in the name of Division No. 11 against Leonard 
Eberbardt—one tor money and 
conversion of the arti- 
cles above mentionei. Tue trial ot the 
cases proceeded at intervals during the last 
three weeks, and yesterday Justice Eberhardt 
delivered an elaborate opinion in favor of Leon- 
ard in both cases, which were dismissed at 
plaintiff’s costs for want of jurisdiction. The 
Justice said that not only was the burden of 
proof upon the plaintiff here and in every case, 
but the defendant had interposed the plea that 
plaintiff was not a corporation; also that de- 
fendant contended that Leonard was stili the 
Treasurer of Division No. 11; that his pretend- 
ed removal from office by the action of tne 
plaintiff was null and void because no charges 
and specifications have been made against or 
furnished to him, nor any notice of any served 
upon him; and such was the fact, so far as 
anything in the evidence disclosed to the con- 
trary. 

For nearly a year there has been à very bit- 
ter feeling existing betweer the Henry F. 
Sheridan and ‘“Anti-Heury F. Sheridan 
faction of the Ancient Order ia this county. 
The adherents of Sheridan in the various di- 
visions organized themselves into a central 
body under the name of The County Board. 
The representatives of the same division, on 
the other hand, also formed a central adminis- 
trative committee under the name of the 
“Board of Erin.” This action on both sides 
only widened the existmg schism in the order 
in Cook County, but while Sheridan has, per- 
baps, the most influential following, the 
Board of Erin represents the majority in 
membership. Board of Erin fac- 
tion claim that theirs 6 the only 
bead of the order in Cook County, because 
Ald. Sheridan, the head of the “ Oounty 
Board.“ was deposed from office and virtually 
expelled from the order at the last general 
convention of the Ancient Order in the United 
States. Sueridan, it will be remembered, was 
deposed because it was proven that he was 
using the organization to further his personal 
political schemes. While this trouble exists 
numbers of Irish-American Catholics, young 
mea who would otherwise join the order, una- 
ble to decide which is the legitimate organiza- 
tion, have flocked in large numbers to the 
ranks of the newly-established Catholic Order 
of Foresters. ‘The row is one in which the 
churcb authorities will not interfere unless ap- 
pealed to by representatives of both factions 
to act as arbitrator. 


THE FAR WEST. 


THE EDITOR OF A MORMON PAPER CON- 
VICTED CF LIBEL—FACTS CONCERNING THE 
CONSPIRACY TO ENTRAP UNITED STATES 
OFFICIALS IN SALT LAKE. - 

OapEN, Utah, Dec. 18,—[Special.]—Charles 
W. Hemenway, editor of the Ogden Herald 
(Mormon), was today found guilty of libel. He 
was indicted for publishing libelous articles 
concerning the official actions of United States 
District-Attorney Dickson, Commissioner Mc- 
Kay, and Deputy-Marshal Vandercook inci- 
dent to the prosecution of polygamy cases. 
The articles were scurrilous in the extreme. 
Hemenway added to his notoriety by conduct- 
ing his own case. He will be sentenced Jan. 4. 
The maximum penalty is $1,000 fine and six 
months in the county jail. There are two 
more indictments banging over Hemenway for 
libel. 

SALr Laks, Utah, Dec. 18.~—The Tribune this 
morning says concerning remarks in Bastern 
and Mormon papers respecting the Federai of- 
ficiais who have been disgraced by Mormon 
snares to entrap them in lewdness: 

One man has been arrested charged with lewd 
conduct who was appointed as Assistant District 
Attorney to attend one term of the court. An- 
other man was a deputy under Marshal Ireland. 
Neither is a Federal officer in the sense usually in- 
tended. Neither has been conspicuous in opposing 
Mormon lawlesness and nastiness. Of the other 
citizens arrested none has ever been anti-Mormon 
in the sense which the Herald and News wish to 
convey to the country as men who have assumed a 
virtue they had not. The Federal officers and citi- 
zens whom the conspiracy was organized in the 
hope of catching have never been disturbed, not 
one of them, though in addition to furnishing 
houses for public women and bribing them to do 
the work which only the lowest of their class could 
be employed to do, special and large bribes were 
offered if certain men could be caught. The at- 
tempt, although produced in many forms ana un- 
der all sorts of disguises, tailed in every case. 

DENVER, Colo.; Dec. 18.—A suit of the Goy- 
ernment against Barlow & Sanderson, late star- 
route contractors, to recover $60,000, was con- 
cluded this afternoon in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court. Judge Hallet held that the large 
extra allowances made contractors by Brady 
were direct violatione of law; but it was neces- 
sary for the Government to prove actual 
fraud in order to recover the sums paid. The 
ruling was unexpected to botp sides. The 
jury brought in a verdict for the defendants. 
The case will probably be taken to the Su- 
preme Court. 

Lewiston, Idaho, Dec. 18.—Hibbs, the de- 
faulting Postmaster of this city, bas been tried 
and acyuitted on four out of the eight indict- 
ments found against him. Other indictments 
will be pushed for trial immediately. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Dec. 18.—A _ citizens’ 
anti-Chinese association was organized here 
tonight with a large membership. The asso- 
ciation has for its objects the furtherance of 
legislation for the riddance of Chinese in Cali- 
forniaand the displacement of Chinese by 
white labor.

A FARMER’S HOUSE, NEAR VINCENNES, 
IND., NIGHTLY ASSAULTED WITH STONES 
THROWN BY UNSEEN AND UNKNOWN

VINCENNES, Ind., Deo. 18.—(Special.|—A 


ghost story comes from the neighborhood of 
St. Francisville, Lawrence County, a few miles 
west of this city, which creates considerabie

Hour atter hour passed and not a stone was 
thrown, Half the watohers were withdrawn 
and placed inside the house. Still nothing un- 
usual occurred. All the guards except one 
were called in, but everything remained quiet; 
not a stone was thrown. The remaining guard 
was called in, and scarcely had the door closed 
behind him, when whack! bang! crash! went 
balf a dozen stones against the house. The 
door was thrown open and all rushed out. Not 
a thing was to be seen. The door was again 
closed, with all the watchers inside, and rocks 
struck the house as before. Then came a 
knocking at the door. It was immediately 
opened, bat nothing was to be seen. Two 
men stood holding to the door-knob, and as 
soon as the first tap was given they threw the

Io addition it is in proof that about forty 
addresses given by persens who voted are 
vacant lots, and also that in About twenty 
cases voters lived out of the precinet and even 
out of the ward. Mr. Monear has on a mem- 
orandum bock, which he asd the few friends 
who have deen delp him made up by bard 
work, the names of over 300 fraudulent voters. 
So tar he bas only put in evidence covering 
about 125. It bas been very difficult to get 
the witnesses to come down-town to testify.

Koowing mat he was fairly 
elected, he said last evening that he intended 
to have bis richts if there was ang just ce in 
the Council or the courts, He may not do 
much during the holiday week, but he will not 
give up the fight.

There is no prospect whatever that the roads 
ruaumg east from Chicago will be able to pre- 
vail upon their Western connections to adopt a 
$20 basing rate, Chicago to New York, on 
passenger business trom points west of Chi- 
cago 86 long as & $17 rate prevails trom Chi- 
cago logally to New York. The Western roads 
tate the ground tat we Eastern lines by try- 
ing to stop the scalping over their own routes 
are encouraging it by their proposed action on 
the lines of the Western roads; or, in other 
words, they want the Western roads to go out 
in the rain themselves in order to heip the 
Eastern lines in getting out of, the wet. By 
inaking the rate trom Western pointe on the 
basis of $20 when the regdlar rate is but $17 
seaipers at all Western points by selling 
tickets locally to Chicago and i thence 
adding the regular $17 would be able to 
teat the railroads by from $3 to $6 on each 
ticket.

Tue Easterfi roads suffered hd loss dur- 
ming the Missour: River war by busing rates 
vuvon tariff. while im this instance the Western 
roads would be serious sufferers. He emphat- 
ically told Mr. Moore that the Western lines 
would continue to base their rates upon $17 
from Chieago 80 long as that rate was charged 
locally from Chicago.

Central insists upon making the samo rates 
from St. Paul and Northwestern points to De- 
caturas to Chicagoit has a great advantage 
over the other lines.

A short time ago the patrons of the Chicago, 

Burlington & Quincy suburban system raised 


an outcry against the practice of that company | 


of charging the fuli-mile tare of three cents 
for each fraction of a mile. The Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners took 
plaint under advisement and made a 
ruling....on... the. subject... The. “fiagision 
was to the Sent thar . the . company 
might charge five cents for any distance up to 
the first mile, no matter bow short, and after 
the first wile might charge only for the service 
rendered. For instance: A man who rides 
one-third of a mile should pay five cents; one 
and one-third miles, six cents; two and one 
third, mes, nine cents, eto. This ruling ap- 
plies to cases where casb fare is tendered, com- 
mutation rates being eutirely another matter. 
The Burlfugton Company claimed to be a 
heavy loser by the change, and probably was, 
since it was stated at the time that it had been 
charging three cents for as short a distance as 
onpe-fifteenth of a mile. Circumstances make 
the working of the ruling to the advantage of 
the Illinois Central, however, and that road has 
recently put it into effect on its extensive 
suburban system. Unlike the Burlington Com- 
pany, the Ilimois Central bas been charging 
for the service rendered only. a ride of one 
third of a mile costing one cent, 1 of 
a mile two cents, etc. stations are on 
the average four Dilocks apart, and 
the average charge for a ride de- 
tween stations was two cents. 
By adopting the ruling and charging five 
cents for any distance, no matter how short, 


the company had nothing to lose and evers-|

ESTIMATES AND VALUATIONS. 

Superintendent Ebersold will ask for $240,000 
more than last year tor the police department. 
About $120,000 is for the increased pay of the 
300 policemen put on last year.

A PROMISE OF ECONOMY—COOK COUNTY

The Finance Committee of the County Board, 
or the four principal members of it—Com- 
missioners Klehm, Hemmelgarn, Fortune, and 
and Casselman—are doing good work in the 
matter of overhaulimg the reports of county 
officers and bilis for supplies furnished various 


ments. The committee devoted nearly 
all of yesterday afternoon to looking over the 
Treasurer's report. It was accurate, and 
checked up to the cent in everything. The 
committee will next devote its atten- 
tion to looking over the dills for sup- 
plies furnished the public institutions, 
and, as one of the Commissioners said 
yesterday, “The boys will run against some 
things that will make their hair stand on the 
end. Van Peit is a member of the Finance 
Committee, but he is at present’ in New York 
attending to private business. Messrs. Cas- 
selman, Hemmelgarn, Kiehm, and Fortune are 
devoting much of their time to trying to 
straighten out the couftty finances from the 
tangled condition in whieh the Van Pelt gang 
of last year ieft them, and the job is by no 
means an easy one. 

Some of the farmers in Commissioner Geils’ 
district, especially in Barrington, complain 
that their premises of late have been infested 
by packs of prairie wolves, and several sheep 
and any number of chickens and geese have 
beet killed by them. The farmers ask the 
Commissioner to have the board fixa premium 
of $5 for every wolf killed until the brutes are 
exterminated. The majority of the Commis 
sioners bave a fellow feeling for wolves, how- 
ever, and it is not probabie that a price will be 
set upon the heads of the free marauders of 
the prairie. A county employé said yester- 
day: “It’s a pity that some enterprising soci- 
ety doesn't get up a scheme for paralyzing the 
wolves in the County Board. 

There is a general kick in all the offices 
of the County Building over the miserabie 
quality of gas. In the writing-room of the Ke- 
corder's office yesterday and the day before the 
light was so poor that the work fell behind 
several hours. The electric light is not in 
operation, as the committee in charge has not 
yet accepted the plant from the contractors. 
Wires and appliances have been put in all the 
offices except of the County Clerk. he hav- 
ing refused to allow it while bis full force of 
clerks was busy on the work of getting out the 
collectors’ books. 

Sheriff Hanchett bas begun to give personal 
attention to swindling concerns who entice un- 
wary purchasers in their traps by advertising 
their “Sheriffs Sale—Great Slaughter in 
Prices!“ Mr. Hancbett’s attention was called 
to a flaming three-column advertisement in a 
morning paper headed in big type, “Sher. ff's 
Sale, and in very small type under it, “of 
the Barber, Hartman & Co. stock being discon- 
tinued at auction ail goods will be sold at pri- 
vate sale.“ Underneath were printed the 
“bargains” in big type. The Sheriff called 
upon the parties at No. 160 State street and 
told them that they must not attempt 
to deceive the public at his expense, and that 
they must stop it at once. The men agreed, 
with many apologies, to comply with his re- 
quest. It is the smaller and skin game 
dealers, however, whom the Sheriff is after, 
and if he can only catch a trading shark dis- 
playing “ Sheriff's sale cards in nis window or 
advertising such in the papers he will arrest 
him and mako an example of him. 


WORLD'S FAIR OF 92. 

A TRACT OF LAND THOUGHT TO POSSESS 
THE QUALIFICATIONS FOR THE SITE OF 
THE EXPOSITION. 

While casting about for a suitable place to 
locate the proposed World’s Fair in 1892 some 
citizens who are prominently identified with 
the project as far as it has been matured have 
found what they consider not only a remarka- 
bly convenient location but almost the only 
available one in the vicinity of Chicago. To 
tocate the fair within the city limits would 
of course be impracticable, on account of the 
large area required for the undertaking. The 
Calumet region has been considered, but it 
would present the same difficu!ties that caused 
much complaint at the Centennial in Philadel- 
phia. The region is swampy and the facilities for 
drainage very limited. To the north of the 
city there is bardiy any available piece of 
ground of sufficient extent. But a spot has 
been found west of the limits, just this side of 
the Desplaines River, that would answer all 
the requirements. It is located in the south- 
west portion of the Town of Cicero, and is 
bounded by Twelfth and Twenty-second streets 
on the north and south and by Ridgeland and 
Harlem avenues on the east and west. It be- 
longs to an insurance company, and has an 
area of 640 acres. It is twenty-nine feet above 
datum, and the proximity of the Despiaines 
affords ample opportunities for drainage. It 
lies along the north side of the western ex- 
tremity of Cicero Parkway, the point where 
Riverside boulevard joins. this

STRICKEN WITH PARALYSIS. 
GEORGE P. ADAMS, A WELL-KNOWN BOARD 
OF TRADE MAN, DANGEROUSLY ILL. 

Mr. George P. Adams, an old and prominent 
member of tne Board of Trade and one of the 
largest traders on the board for years, was 
stricken with paralysis about 10:45 yesterday 
morning while conversing with a friend. Mr. 
Adams was carried to President Blake's room 
and Dr. Dexter summoned. He pronounced it 
a case of nervous prostration which might 
be accompanied by paralysis. Dr. Getchell, 
Mr. Adams’ familg physician, said it was 
a case of paralysis of the right side.

2118 Indiana avenue, and, although perfectly 
conscious, he was unable to utter a word. His 
sudden sickness created considerable excite- 
ment for a time. 

Secretary Stone notified the members of the 
board at the afternoon session that all parties 
having outstanding trades with Mr. Adams are 
requested to hand a memorandum of the game 
into Mr. Adams’ office. His brother, J. Q. 
Adams, when interviewed by a TRIBUNE repre- 
sentative, said that he had taken upon bimself 
the responsibility of making that notification. 
There was no trouble in his brother’s business; 
in fact, be didn't believe that his brother 
had 100,000. bushelg of wheat out caltogether.

MALTHUS AND HIS WORK. 

Of all the numerous works on political écon- 
omy that bave ever been written, probably the 
one which has been most misunderstood and 
most berated is Maithus’ “ Essay on Popula- 
tion.” It was ridiculed and attacked by almost 
every one during the author’s life; and fifty 
years’ study of it by political economists bas 
hardly been sufficient to settie the truth of its 
doctrines. To explain Maithus' views more 
accurately, and define his position in econom- 
ies, has been the aim of Prof. Bonar of Lon- 
don in an able work entitied “Malthus and 
His Work.“ Malthus held that population 
when unchecked tended to increase in a geo- 
metrical ratio, while food only increased in an 
arithmetical; hence the time would some time 


come, unless other causes intervened, when the 


population would be so great that there 
would not be food enough to support it. His 
adversaries instantly contended that the author 
really meant by this that men and women 
should not marry, and that increase of popula- 
tion should be discouraged; and this has been 
the general belief as to the author's views even 
down to the present time. But, Malthus went 
on to show, populations never, as a matter of 
fact, did progress unchecked. It was checked 
by want of room and food. Vice and misery, 
and the fear of them, were always equalizing 
the ratio between food and those who were to 


The origin of this celebrated essay is some- 
what remarkable. England at the time it ap- 
peared (1798) was permeated with the ideas 
of Voltaire, Rousseau, and Condorcet. 
The most utopian views of man’s per- 
fectibility were 
England— the parson, journalist, hovelist, and 
politician—was, among many othors, assisting 
in disseminating these rose-hued doctrines. He 
held that in the end truth would conquer; men 
would form a society without iaw or govern- 
ment of any kind except that of reason. At 
present it was distribution, not production, 
that was at fault. There was more than enough 
wealth for ali were it only properly distributed. 
If it were only equally divided, as it would be 
when reason should rule, each one would se- 
cure enough for plain living at acostof haif 
an hour's labor a day. Leisure, which was 
true riches, would then be used in moral and 
intellectual improvement. In that way, by 
truth and reason alone, perfection and 
bappiness would be established on 
the Earth. A State of cultivated 
equality was most consonant to man's true 
nature.

| SHORINd FARMERS’ HORSES. 

The theoretical craze that ran over the coun- 
try a year ago against the shoeing of horses 
seems likely to cropup again. It probably will 
not make much headway in winter, for every 


stand on ice, much less pull aload. The farm- 
er also knows that the danger of injury to a 
team on slippery roads with unshod—and still 
more with smooth-shod—borses is far greater 
than the costof shoeing. The city teamster 
knows all this fully as well as the farmer. 

What every one is interested in is how to 
shoe with the least injury to. the foot of the 
horse, for no horse, even with the best of shoe- 
ing, can preserve a natural hoof, any more 
than can a boy or girl, men or woman, who 
wears shoes eonstantiy. Those who wear a 
shoe easy and conforming to the shape of the 
foot and yet snug in ft suffer the least 
inconvenience. The horse shod to con- 
form to the necessities of the situa- 
tion also preserves the conformity of the foot 
relatively the best. The better class of shoers 
in city and country have come now to learn 
bow to shoe a horse to best subserve the ends 
sought. The chief difficulty lies in the avarice 
of the owner, who will not have shoes reset 
often enough or sharpened when necessity re- 
quires. One thing, towever; should be abol- 
ished. That is the enormous length of the 
calks so often seen on the shoes of team horses 
in city and country: For ordinary labor on 
country roads and city pavement asboe with 
little or no calks, aliowmg the frog of the foot 
to come fairly to the ground, is the best. For 
icy roads there is no substitute for caika, and 
for winter city use no substitute bas yet been 
found for rather sbort but well drawn down 
calks to shoes. For the glare ice of rivers, 
ponds, and lakes the calks must be especially 
long, slender, and sharp, particularly if the 
borse is continually driven thereon, else the 
concussion will render the horse stiff and 
sometimes so sorethat he will be pronounced 
foundered. ete 

Shoe the horse for the work ke is todo. For 
the ordinary work of the farm, once the horse 
recovers the toughened crust of the hoof, he 
is better without shoes than with shoes. For 
ordinary road-work—running occasionally to 
the Village or driving to church in summer— 
the same rule will apply. If the road is of 
stone or sharp gravel, a horse cannot be 


the hoof. But here a simple plate-shoe, ex- 
tending not more than three-quarters back on 
the hoof and leaving the frog with a partial 
bearing surface on the road, has been found

ACTION OF FREEZING ON SOIL. 
The effect of the freezing of water is expan- 
sion and the force is irresistible. Water enter- 


Ing a crack in the rock ot a Cliff expands in 


freezing and the crack is widened. Again it is 
filled with water and again the crevice is 
widened. This successive action continues 
perhaps until at length 
the rock, whatever its weight, is toppled 
into the river, the sea, or the valley below. 
Soil is made up originally yi minute particles 
of rock. The interstices are filled with the 


vapors of water, if arable soil, and the particies 
themselves are saturated with water, except 
during drouths. In freezing, this moisture 
expands, and in doing so forces each particle 


apart, and sometimes still further disintegrates 
the particles. Thus the rocks, stones, and 


gravel of soils are constantly being worn down 
or weathered into soil; and in proportion to its 
divisibility, other things being equal, is a soil 
1 


ertile.

Hence, uniess this 
has been learned dy driving the colt and young | 
horse unshod, be must be. educated thereto 
before shoes may be even partially dispensed 
with. This is best accomplished in spring and 
summer. 

To sum up the whole matter, on snow not 
frozen into ice, with ordinary work even on 
roads not icy, and especially hauling on stub- 
ble and average farm soils. the horse is better 
not shod. For average work on city and coun- 
try roads, the horse is better with a three- 
quarter shoe. For heavy-hauling in all kinds 
of situations and complications there has not 
been found a substitute forcalks. They are 
often made too long, but when any essential 
change is made in the aystem ot shoemg both 
the borse and driver must be educated to the 
ehanged condittons. The bhorse-owner, the 
driver, and the shoer all require education to 
the work in band, and the veterinary schools 


this is material that may be carried indefinitly 
in currents until, reaching comparatively still 
water, it subsides. This is true of our clays 
and loams, and even of some of our finer sand 
and clay, termed loess. 

The application of the action of water in 
breaking down soils is well known to the prac- 
tical farmer.

One of the most inviting Christmas books 
for children comes ali the way across the 
ocean, being no other than Macmillan & Co.’s 
new edition of Charles Kingsley’s **‘ The Water 
Babies, which the subtitle describes as A 
Fairy Tale for a Land Baby.“ The work is a 
challenge to mgenuity as well as to interest, as 
the motto upon the title-page sets forth: 

Come, read me my riddle, each good little man: 

If you cannot read it, no grown-up folk can. 

Witbout antictpating the pleasure which will 
attend the perusal of this story it may be 
stated that ther are 100 illustrations by Liuley 
Sambourne, and that they depict all sorts of 
marine wonders. (London: Macmillan & Co.) 

A rich but chaste example of English book- 
making is W. J. Loftie’s work, Windsor,“ 
which contains a description not only of the 
Royal Castle but of the park, town, and neigh- 
borhood.. The frontispiece is a picture of the 
statue of Queen Victoria, carved by J. E. 
Boehm, R. A. The illustrations are all by noted 
artists, and many of them have already been 
given in advance in the pages of the art maga- 
zines. Among the principal subjects are: 
“Windsor Castle from the Brocas,”’ by E. Hull; 
“The Norman Gateway and “The Lower 
Ward,” by H. Railton: “* Windsor Castle in the 
Eignteenth Century, by C. O. Murray, after 
Paul Sandby; and Windsor Park,“ by Hey- 
wood Hardy. The pages, moreover, are lavish- 
ly strewn with vignets, which give one glimpses 
of every possible nook and corner. While it is 
impossihie to go over the long records, some- 
times dry and sometimes interesting, which 
this book contains, the reader may be inter- 
ested in this paragraph, which occurs in the 
description of the Queen's apartments: 

At the extreme end of the corridor, in a deeply- 
recessed window, stands, on tall supports of 
wrought ormolu. a crystal casket. whose history 
and origin are unknown, except that it is some 300 
years old. It is of exquisit work and exquisit ma- 
terial, and sc clear that you can see through it like 
glass. Within is a white silk pillow, and on the 
plilow a little shatby book, open. Below. an in- 
scription, newly cut on a gold plate. tells you that 
this is the pocket- Bible of Gen. Gordon, and that it 
was presented to the Queen by his sister. 
(London: Seeley & Co.) 

The numbers of Harper's Magazine for the 
year just ended come in two volumes, bound 
in black and gold. To take them up for the 
purpose of reviewing them is to linger long 
over articles and illustrations that have given 
wings to many an hour in the past. Those who 
bave been constant readers of this old and fa- 
vorit periodical will notice with pleasure the 
improvement constantiy manifested both in 
the matter of literary merit and in the art of 
engraving—each year affording in tnese par- 
ticulars some new advantage over the pre- 
ceding oue. As a specimen of delicate and 
graceful illuetration, it will be difficult to find 
anything superior to the frontispiece for July, 
1885—an engraving of Pandora, from a 
painting by F. S. Church. On the whole. uo 
one will envy Harper's the bappiness 
of being rescued from the ephemeral fate of 
most periodical literature. The »rospectus for 
the coming year gives iarge promise of good 
things coming; and, from all that has been ac- 
complished in the past, there is every reason 
to believe that the promise will be kept. (Har- 
per & Bros.) 

Harper's Young People for 1885 is pressed 
into one inviting volume. It is so rich in fan- 
ciful stories that it deserves a generous wel- 
come from the children.

Proll. Newcomb of Johns Hopkins University 
—the very latest writer in this fleld—gives in 
his adherence to it; while Prof. Patten, in a 
little work entitled “ Premises of Political 
Economy.“ vigorously attacks it. The sub‘ect 
is too broad to be discussed in a newspaper re- 
view, but those who wish to understand it 
should read the two works above noted, 
as well as that ot Prof. Bonar. 
The latter treatise is unsatisfactcry reading 
unless the reader is thoroughly acquainted 
with Malthus’ famous essay; and even then it 
is by no means easy. But it is ably written, 
and the author is fully conversant with his 
subject; and the result will be to give the 
worid a far more impartial view of Malthus’ 
work than can be obtained from the pages of 
his antagonists. (Macmillan & Ce.) 
MUSICAL 


Mr. Christiani’s work on “The Principles 
of Expression in Piano-Playing” is an 
effort to reduce to something like 
system the sub-conscious comparisons and 
conclusions which lead artists to emphasize 
certain notes and passages in the master-works 
they play, while passing over many of the de- 
tails without directing the attention of the 
hearer towards them. It is, therefore, an ex- 
ample of what is constantly going on in the 
technology of art—namely: an enlarging of its 
written and permanent knowledge by bringing 
over into it somewhat from the obscure regions 
of tradition and instinct. The questions raised 
by the book are so important that their fuller 
development may properly be left to the mu- 
sical columns. From a literary point of view 
Mr. Christiani’s style is clear, and his matter 
Suggestive; but it is a question whether he 
has not embodied here clementary matter of 
musical form and harmony which might have 
been better acquired from the text-books 
upon tbose subjects. Criticism wil) also be 
made upon bis use of the terms phrase and 
section,“ in which he has contradicted the 
best usage by employing the term “ phrase” 
to designate either of the two sections of which 
the simple pericd consists. Section,“ in 
turn, ne reduces to the smaller fragment of a 
period, commonly called phrase.“ The book 
is handsomely printed, and is illustrated with 
a profusion of musical examples. (New York: 
Harper & Bros.) 

HISTORICAL. 

A unique book among recent contributions 
to history is Labberton’s ** Historical Atlas,“ 
which comprises 141 maps. Each map is ac- 
companied by an explanatory text on the pe- 
riod delineated: also a carefully-selected bibli- 
ograpby of the English books and magazine 
articies bearmg on that period. The maps— 
which are handsomely colored, and which con- 
etitute the largest collection that has ever 
been offered in any one volume—are 80 ar- 
ranged as to show the geographical extent 
of any important factor in the world’s 
bistory at any given time. Particularly 
important are the English and American 
maps, from which a clear idea of the growth 
of the respective countries can pe obtained. 
In its comprebensive and clear presentation of 
territorial changes Labberton’s book will be 
& worthy supplement to the work of Spruner. 
Itis especially useful in the illustration of 
modern history, and wili no doubt be adopted 
as & text-book in educational institutions.

POULTRY HOUSES. 

Poultry must be kept warm in winter if you 
expect eggs, and, while warm, the ventilation 
must be most thorough. If the house is bat- 
tened the battens must be kept well nailed. If 
there are cracks they must be closed. Then 
line the inside of the house with tar paper, 
and also the sides and overhead. Provide 
plenty of light. Then ventilation is important, 
It must be ample at the top, where the towls 
roost. How this may be accomplished in a 
simple way istold by a correspondent of the 
Farmers’ Review, who holds that this can be 
easily accompiished by making a long box of 
three six-inch fence boards, open at one side, 
long enough to reach from @ foot above the 
floor to the highest point in the building. 
Fasten this box against the wail, with 
the open side to the wail, the lower 
end a foot above the floor. Cut a hole 
through the wall into the box at the upper end 
and put a cap on the upper end so that the 
opening will be only to the outside air. This 
will give draft enough to take out the foul air 
charged with carbonic acid gas from the res- 
pirations of the chickens, and their exhaia- 
tions, and will retain the warm air generated 
from a large number of fowls, keeping the in- 
side at a considerably higher temperature than 
the outside air. The opening through which 
the fowls go in and out will admit sufficient 
fresh air, and this can be kept closed or 
partially so in severe weather. A few joints 
ot stove-pipe with an elbow reaching outside 
will make a very good ventilator. 


WILD HORSES IN MONTANA, 

The wild horse of the plains and Rocky 
Mountains is pretty much a thing of the past. 
Nevertheless, a few isolated herds are said to 
be occasionally tound. A Montana writer 
says, in substauce, of these isolated bands, 
that. with the wild horses astallion is at the 
bead, and is the leader of every herd, having 
such full control over tiem that no band of 
cowboys are able to drive a band of horses so 
fast or so well asa stallion can. Ali in the 
band are so thorougbly afraid of him they 
keep in a bunch, and their speed is gaged by 
his own, be running behind with his head low, 
scarcely above the ground.

Aud now for the common Sense view of the 
matter. Why not count the ballots? Any un- 
willingness on the part of the attorneys for the 
defendant to have this done will only create 
the public belief that it is in just those par 
ticular precincts that fraud lurks, and that 
they do not want those ballots counted, because 
to have it done would be to ruin their cause. 
Tbis unwillingness is all the more striking de- 
cause, if it appears on a recount of these bal- 
lots that the result arrived at is essentially the 
same as shown by the Council canvass, then 
the recount will amount to nothing. If it 
does show grave differences, and confirms 
the belief that there bas been crooked 
work, why stil it will make no 
difference legally to the disadvantage of 
Harrison, for the contestant will then have to 
show that these actually were ballots cast at 
the spring election.

There 
is still a small proportion of bousekeepers who 
assume the entire charge of their cbina, silver, 
and glass, and a larger number who make a 
point of conscience of dom the breakfast 
things. But the task ia very seldom per- 

ormed con amore. Whenever it is practicabie 
the business is turned over to the hired gir!,”’ 
with results that are usually not strikingly suc 
cessful. F 

Standpoints of ambition have sbifted re- 
markably during the last quarter century. To 
the child who tested her knowledge of ber les- 
sons by reciting them to her mother before 
starting for school, while the latter wiped the 
shining dishes drawn from the scalding water, 
it seemed as though the future could bold 
nothing in store for ber more grown-up” and 
bousewifely than to wash ber own silver and 
china. Even then the felt bonored by being 
occasionally permittei to polish her own fork 


and spoon on a bit of chamois skin, giving to 
the duty an amount of energy of muste and 
intensity of earnestness as seemed in vigorous 
rubbing and puckered mouth and eyebrows 
sufficient to supply the average dinmg-room 
maid for a dozen cleaning days. 

But times bave changed. The little gir! of 
that day—the young lady of the preseat— 
“perfectly hates to wash disbes, and mani- 
fests an embarrassment and lack of deftness 
when called upon in an emergency to assume 
the duty that never would have been pre 


dicted of the apt obild, 


It is odd that with the increase of labor-sav- 
ing inventions of one kind and another tke 
amount of bired work people has increased. 
This is true in the household department alone. 
ln other branches of industry exactly the re- 
verse nas been the case. The farmer, with his 
reaping machine, cuts a field of grain in less 
time than would a score of men. In our 
factories, operations that were once pain- 
fully performed by a iorg series of work- 
men before tne introduction of machinery 
are now whirled through in one-twentieth of 
the time, with one-twentieth of the number 
formerly employed and with a result 20 per 
cent better. In the home matters wear a dil- 
ferent aspect. The thoughts need not turn as 
far back as to our much overrated ‘sturdy 
grand motors,“ whose wonderful achievements 
were for so long the despairing admiration of 
their descendants, and to whose reckless disre- 
gard of the laws of heaieh in their passion of 
diligence those same descendants may attrib- 
ute a generous share of the blame for their 
own less robust nerves and reduced physical 
strength. But the mothers of this genera- 
tion accomplished more against difficulties 
than do many of this day with all the aids 
furnished by Yankee ingenuity and perfected 
household appliances. When stationary wash- 
tubs were unknown, when every drop of water 
must be drawn from well or cistern, when spices 
must be pounded, sugar crushed, and eggs and 
cream whipped by hand, the active house- 
keeper who, even with u large family, kept 
more than one maid was phenomenally rare. 
Now, with bot and cold water pipes, set tubs, 
bowls and sinks, dumbwaiters, carpet sweepers, 
and egg-beaters, the demand for heip 
bas increased. Not only the heavier work of 
cooking, wasbing, and ironing must be taken 
in charge by the Teutonic or Hibernian impor- 
tation. but the more delicate culinary opera- 
tions and the daintier parts of bousework, 
the care of dining-room, bedrooms, and par- 
lor are too frequently delivered over to 
her care. Query: How much has been gained 
by the change? No woman who can avoid it 
should make herself a mere household drudge. 
But is there notajust medium between her 
devoting berself so entirely to minor duties 
that she bas neither time nor. inclination for 
anything else and her yielding up these same 
cares so completely that sbe loses much of the 
delight of home-makm both for herself and 
ber family? 

That there are numbers who take this middle 
path cannot be denied; many more, probably, 
since cooking-school courses have become the 
rage than there were five years ago. Giris are 
realizing that proficiency in household arts 
stands as high as facility in music and lan- 
guages, and the ranks are rapidly growing 
thinner of those who have no hesitation in de- 
claring themselves utterly ignorant of house 
work. 

It # hard to make dish-washing poetical. 
Hope Levine did it, but Mrs. Whitney express- 
ly states that she did everything as no one else 
did anything. Still, even ordinary mortals, by 
dint of giving the same amount of thought to 
this that they would to some more highly-es- 
teemed occupations,can convert it into some- 
thing totaliy different from the unsavory busi- 
ness into which it dewenerates when left to the 
bands of careless or ill-tramed servants. It 
would seem almost gratuitous to mention plen- 
ty of really bot water as an essential for the 
proper purifying of utensils were it not that 
oue 1s too frequently convinced, from cloudy 
giass, streaky china, or dull sliver, that their 
latest bath had been of extremely moderate 
temperature. With water just off the boil, 
good soap, and sn abundance of towels, there 
is nO reason why stoneware and pressed giass 
should not be as attractive in their dainty 
cleanlinese as French china and cut crystal. 

Nearly every household has some favorit 
preparation for brightening silver and brasses. 
Among those which accomplish this without in- 
juring the articles to which they are applied 
may be mentioned: For silver, indexical sil- 
ver soap and electro-silicon, the latter put up 
by a firm whose headquarters are at No. 72 
John street, New York. For brasses nothing 
can be better than the reddish paste—a Ger- 
man compound—bearing the label Universal 
Metal Putz Pomade on the neat, tin boxes in 
which it is sold. The dingy articie to be bricht- 
ened must first be siightiy warmed and then 
coated by the paste; this rubbed off and an 
energetic polishing bestowed by a piece of 
chamois sam. The result is thoroughly satis- 
factory. Putz pomade will not serve, bow- 
ever, for cleansing Vases, or trays of Benares, 
or other finely-engraved brass. Nor shouid 
they be touched by a brusu. The delicate 
etching is too easily defaced or clogged to be 
subjected to any but the gentlest handling. 
Wash the ornament in clean, bot water and 
then rubthoroughly witb a bit of soft cloth— 
an old bandkerchief is best—dipped in lemon 
juice. Wipe dry and polish with chamois skin. 
Benares brasses are especially apt to lose their 
brightness readily from the dust settling in the 
interstices of the closely-engraved surface. 

To clean copper the old-fashioned mixture of 
hot vinegar and salt, followed by an applica- 
tion ot sifted ashes, does better than anything 
else. The final friction with chamois skin or 
soft flannel should never be omitted. The aim 
of the bousewife should be that of that prince 
— e Mr. Turveydrop, to polish, to 

Even in our enlightened age and among peo- 
ple who cought to know better the practice of 
“draining” disbes is less uncommon than it 
should be. Servants do it almost invariably 
unless closely watched. It is a puzzling ques- 
tion why it sbould be considered easier to wipe 
a pile ot plates and cups that have all been 
drawn from the water at once than to dry each 
article singly while it is still so bot that it 
needs but a few touches of the towel to make 


it bright. 

The towels themselves are not the least im- 
e to the end of washing 

ishes properly. They require care to prevent 
their becoming greasy and malodorous. While 
washing-soda should never be used la any de- 
partment of laundry work, the addition of a 
couple of tablespoonfuls of ammonia to the 
suds in which dish-towels are scrubbed does no 
harm and assists materially in the removal! of 
dirt. The towels should never be boiled until 
washed thoroughly. Otherwise boiling sets the

The ladies of Venezuela are said by travelers 
to rank next to those of Peru for beauty, al- 
though it would be as much as a man’s life is 
worth to intimate such a thing to the brothers 
aad lovers of Caracas, who very naturally and 
properly concede nothing in this respect to 


“the daughters of the sun,” as the Peruvians ) 


are called. The Venezuela girl has more ant 
mation, more vivacity, than her sister across 
the Cordilleras, and perhaps more intelligence, 
for she possesses greater liberty of thought 
and action than the ladies in other countries of 
Spanish America, and more attention is paid 
to her education. 

The climate of Caracas is similar to that of 
Lima, and, although the cjty is almost under 
the equator, it hasan altitude of 8,000 fect, 
and is surrounded by snow-clad mountains, 
which temper the heat of the tropics and make 
a temperature like that of June the whole year 
round, The ladies have, therefore, the same 
clear, rich complexion, of an olive tiat, and the 
game great melting eyes. Their features 
are usually of artistic perfection and their 
figures are Venus-like. They bave no national 
costuine, but dress in the latest Parisian styles. 
The milliners andjmodistes of Caracas go to 
Paris twice a year, and the wives and daughters 
of the rich men of the country order their 
dresses there. There is more society than in 
Peru, and during the winter season Caracas is 
very gay. There is always an Italian opera 
four or five months in the year, subsidized by 
the Government, and at the semi-weekly per- 
formanves the boxes are invariably filled with 
ladies as handsomely dressed and as highiy be- 
jeweled as can be seen at the Metropolitan 
Opera-House or the Academy of Music in New 
York.

ta Rica the national costume is what 
may be calied light and airy, and consists of 
an upper garment ofcotton and a skirt of the 
same material. The upper garment is cut and 
made as similar garments usually are, sleeve 
less and very low in the neck and back. This 
‘toilet is well adapted to a tropical climate, and 
the Costa Rica girl appears everywhere so clad. 
When the days and nights are chilly she wears 
over her bare shoulders ascarfof gayly colored 
silk or cotton, called a robosa. For Sundays 
and holidays she wears an ornamental upper 
garment, with iace frills around the top, and 
sometimes embroidery of steel or gilt tinsel, 
which adds much to the attractivenets of the 
costume.

The upper classes 
dresa just as they would in New York, and the 
fashions are followed quite as closely. The 
women are very pretty, but have the babit of 
plastering their faces over with a paste or 
rouge that makes them look as if they had been 
poking their heads into a flour-burrel. This 
cosmetic is made of magnesia and the whites of 
eggs, stirred into a thick paste and plastered 
on without regard to quantity. The natural 
beauty of complexion is thus concealed, and 
in time totally ruined. There is a Swiss lady at 
the head of a large seminary in Guatemala 
City to which the daughters of the aristocracy 
are sent. She has forbidden the use of this 
plaster by the young iadies under ber charge 
and prevents the boarding-pupils from destroy- 
ing their fair skins, but over the day scholars 
she has no control out of school hours. Every 
morning she stands atthe entrance with a 
basin ot water, a sponge, and a towel, and 
puts the girls through a system of serubbms 
that arouses their indignation.

Des Mornges, Ia., Dec. 18.—|Special.]—The 
final decree of Judge Brewer in the United 
States Circuit Court at Leavenworth in the 
case of Washburn & Moen against the Grin- 
nell Barb-Wire Company was received here to- 
day. The deoree fixes the amount of indebted- 
ness of the defendants at $24,126, and orders a 
perpetual injunction against them. The de- 
fendants are given sixty days in which to per- 
fect an appeal to the United States Supreme 
Court and the amount of appeai-bond is fixed 
at $50,000. They are also required to account 
the 10th day of each month for the royalty on 
ail the wire manufuctured by them during the 
preceding month at the rate of 30 cents for 
each 100 pounds, and are not permitted to in- 
crease the number of their barbing-machines.

The Ota ware is made 
from a blended clay of a peculiar dark brown 
tint. The native who presides over the busy 
wheel is an adept in his art, and is also an ex- 
pert molder of Satsuma, Bishu, Kaga, and 
other wares. Busily at work beside the potter 
is the artisan who designs the ornamentation 
of the vase. With the élightest touch he 
molds the petais of a rose, the feathers of a 
bird, a fantastic head, or the ever-present 
dragon, The ware is then baked within a tiny 
brick furnace, after which a few finishing- 
touches are added to the hardened surface by 
the artist’s brush.

SHIPPO DECORATIONS. 

The shippo designer is necessarily a genius. 
He takes a copper vase or plague and draws 
upon it ali the teeming fancies of his brain until 
it is covered with the multitudinous tracery of a 
Japanese imagination. A second worker span- 
gies it with brags and silver wires clipped to 
tiny bits and pinched into all sorts of shapes. 
These are fastened to the surface in serpentine 
outlines and stand up from the surface in beau- 
tiful filigree designs soarcely discernible to the 
uninitiated. You may study out a bank of 
lilies and rushes, a bamiet in distant perspect- 
ive, or a view of the Sacred Mountain. The 
wire decoration is followed by firing. Then 


comes a coating of enamel in various colors 


which are mixed witha secret knowledge pos 
sessed only by a limited numberof workers. 
Finally, the vessel is turned over to a polisber. 
Its surface is very rough and of a dull blue 
color, which gives no hint of its hidden beat- 
ties. As the roughness is worn away, however, 
the perfection of design and color is gradually 
brought out. It generally requires about fifty 
days to produce one of these gems of art. 


LIGHTNING-SKETCH ARTIST. 

In striking contrast to the patient toil of the 
shippo workers is the rapid work of Aoki, the 
lightuing-aketch artist. He draws human fig- 
ures, junks, birds, and waterfalls in almost no 
time at all. Occasionally he will throw his 
brush aside, take the handkerchief from about 
his neck and daub out a picture with a corner 
of it for a brusn, Aoki is the most popular 
individual in the village, because he distrib- 
utes the sketches among the ladies and chil- 
dren who watch him make them. On each he 
prints his name in Japanese and English. The 
village contains other paintera than Aoki.

DENTISTS IN REVOLT. 


THEY DO NOT PROPOSE TO OBEY THE MIN- 
NESOTA STATE REGISTRY LAW—PROSECU- 


TIONS TO FOLLOW. 


St. Pavut, Minn., Dec. 18.—[Special.|—The 
last Legislature passed a law requiring all 
dentists practicing their profession to register 
with the State Board of Dentistry. Six months 
time was allowed for compiying with the law. 
Several of the profession have failed to qualify, 
The penalty is a fine of from $50 to $200 or 
six months’ imprisonment. The Dental Board 
recently held a meeting and notified all practio 
ing without being registered to appear and be 
examined. They failed to do so, and criminal 
prosecution is threatened. The unregistered 
dentists are combining and preparing to resist 
the law. They claim that the law is being 


manipulated in the interest of a ring; that 
they bave been practicing for years and don't 
take kiadly to regulations of this character, 


CHARGED WITH PERJURY. 


Sr. Josxrn. Mo., Dec. 18.—({Special. |—In the 
Criminal Court today Harlan P. Hubbard, 
charged with perjury, was granted a change of 
venue to De Kalb County. The case grew out 
of acivil suit. Hubbard had a contract to 
place $100,000 advertismg for the & A. Rich- 
mond Samaritine nervine medicine. Richmond 
failed, and Hubbard claimed $58,000 was due 
him. The case was tried before a referee, and 
Hubbard was allowed $10,000. The case was 
appeaied to the Circuit Court last April. Mean- 
time an indictment was found against Hub- 
bard for having perjured himself in twenty- 
seven counts before the referee.

Wasninaron, D. G., Dec, 18.—|Special.|— 
The most important legislation to the army 
proposed this seasion is the bill introduced by 
Senator Frye today limiting the term of 


to four years. The bill provides that officers 
appointed to these positions shall have the 
rank and pay of a Brigadier-General for that 
period only, when they willrevert back to their 
former states. The Chief Signal Officer 16 to 
be selected from officers of the army not below 
the rank of Captain, and is to have the rank 
and pay of Colonel of cavalry for a term 
of service of four years only. The heads of 
other departments are to be selected from the 
officers of their respective branches, In order 
te let the present incumbents down easily the 
bill contains a proviso giving the President dis- 
cretionary powers to retire them with their 
present rank and pay. This idea oi rotation 
will doubtless be acceptable to many offiters of 
the army, eapecially those aides and other offi- 
cers On especial duty who were affected by Sec- 
retary Endicott’s mandatory order of a 
few months ago, but there will be consid- 
erabie of a contest before such a measure can 
become a law. Those most directly affected 
are right here on the ground, which means a 
good deal when a bill against thelr interest 
comes up for consideration. 


A TRIAL OF NEW RIFLES. 

The Chief of Ordnance has submitted to the 
Seoretary of War a tabular statement showing 
the results reached in the trial of the magazine 
rifles issued to the troops last year, from whieh 
80 much was expected by army people. These 
-guns—the Lee, Chaffee, Reece, and Hotchkiss 
—were recommended for trial in the order 
named by a board of officers conve ned in 1881, 
under autbority of the law, and were distributed 
to the army for the purpose by the Lieutenant- 
General. The statement submitted by the 
Chief of Ordnance gives results as reported by 
149 companies as follows: Comparing the three 
magazine guns with each other the reports 
are: For Lee, 55; Chaffee, 0; Resos, 14; Hotch 
kiss, 26. As magazine guns, therefore, the re- 
ports are largely in favor of the Lee. Com- 
paring the magazine guns with each Other and 
with the Springfield rifle, now iu use, as smg le- 
loaders, the preference is for the Springfield as 
follows: For the Lee, 5; Chaffee, 0; Reece, 0; 
Hotehkiss, 1; Springfield, 21. Comparing the 
magazine guns und the Springfield for all uses, 
the preference is largely in tavor of the 
Springfield. This gun may, therefore, be con- 
sidered as giving general satisfaction to the 
army, and no further experiments with maga- 
zine guns may be expected for the present at 
least. Gen. Benet says he is an advocate of 
A magazine gun, but considers it the part of 
wisdom to postpone for the present any fur- 
ther efforts toward the adoption of a suitable 
magazine arm for the service. The objections 
to the three guns are varied, but most all the 
troops that tried them agree that the breech 
mechanism is too complicated. 


A BILL TO RELIEVE LIEUTENANTS. 

Senator Manderson has introduced a bill hav- 
ing for its parpose the relief of those 
Lieutenants in the line who have be- 
come dissatisfied with their positions by 
reason of the slow promotion afforded 
them under existing laws and are anxious 
to enter a new field of work. It provides 
that any Lieutenant in the line of the army 
who bas served continuously as a Lieutenant 
for twenty years or more may, at his 
own request, be placed upon the re 
tired list and withdrawn from act 
ive service and command and from the 
line of promotion, and shall hereafter receive 
but gne-haif the pay and emoluments of the 


rank held by him at the date of his retirement. 
Such a law would have a very slight immediate 
effect, as there are not more than half a dozen 
officers who have served continuously for 
twentr years. fFirst-Lieutenant Frederick 
Fuger, Fourth Artillery, bears the unenvied 
distinction of being the longest-serving Lieuten- 
ant. His record stows twenty-two years of 
euch service, twenty of which as First-Lieu- 
tenant. First-Lieutenants Ennis of the same 
regiment and 8. A. Day of the Fifth Artillery 
have each served twenty-one years as Lieuten- 
ants,

BOARD OF EDUCATION FINANCES, 
SOME LARGE UNEXPENDED BALANCES— 


WHAT THE BOARD WANTS—EXTRAVAGANT 


ESTIMATES. 

Many of the Aldermen are preparing to op 
pose the rather extravagant appropriations for 
school purposes asked for by the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Board of Education at the meet- 
ing of Thursday night. As a general rule the 
Aldermen say they ure disposed to be liberal 
to the schools. Public sentiment favors liber- 
ality in that direction. There is no tax that 


The Aldermen knowing this to be the case 
passed the estimates for school purposes last 
year as they were submitted by the Board of 
Education without the change of a figure, 
They appropriated $650,000, however, for build- 
ings and sites on the express condition and on 
the pledge of the President and other members 
of the Board of Education that no portion of the 
money should be used for the construction of 
a high school. The School Inspectors have 
not kept their word, however, and for this 
and other reasons every item of the education 
estimates this year will be closely scrutinized, 
and in most instances the appropriations wil 
be cut down. The Council will want to Know 
what has deen done with the money and what 
is going to be doue with the amount asked for. 
They will also want to know whether ali the 
money already appropriated has been spent— 
whether there are any balances. Controller 
Gurney said the other day in the course of 
informal talk that he thought the School 
had been extravagant and that Taz Tarreunn’s 
strictures on that body, as tar as spending too 
much money on high schools, ornamental 
buildings, balla, and corner lots, were in the 
main correct. He also intimated that a very 
larze portion of the appropriations for this year 
had not been 

An investigation showed that the Controller 
is quite correct. Dec. 1 the balance standing 
to the credit of the building and sites account 
was $889,013.27. The $650,000 appropriated for 
this year had not been touched, nor had there 
been any vouchers issued against that appro 
priation, and there was $239,013 of the appro 
priation for 1884 uhexpended. Yet the Finance 
Committee asks for $550,000 more for next 
year.

The dry-goods market was reported to be fairly 
active, specialties for the holiday trade moving 
with more freedom. There was also a fair inquiry 
for department goods, but domestics and prints 
were slow. The tone of the market continues 
steady, and a very satisfactory feeling prevails in 
all branches of the business. Pig iron is said to 
have advanced 50c@$1.00 per ton, with the market 
exceptionally strong, Nails haye declined I5c. 

There are some people who sell corn for delivery 
next year down to the lowest possible point and 
then grumble at the country holders for sending it 
in. They lessen the inducement to carry it over 
into summer weather and then find fault with 
those who market it right away in the absence of 
such inducement. This is a queer world. We note 
that the inspection of corn shows a great improve- 
ment recently. About 50 per cent of our receipts 
of yesterday passed into the speculative grades. It 
would be of some interest to know if all the change 
involved in this fact is due to the greater dryness 
in the corn that comes in, orif part ot it be a re- 
sult of protests that the inspection was too rigid for 
the good of the trade. 

Whisky bas been advanced icin this market, as 
a consequence of once more forming “ the tie that 
binds ”’ the hearts of the distillers in loving union. 
It is now quoted at $1.16. 

It is understood that men in Minneapolis were 
throwing wheat right and leftin Duluth yester- 
day. 

It is reported from Minneapolis that 60,000 bu 
wheat was sold there yesterday to go to lowa from 
Dakota elevators, and that a good demand is 
springing up for Northwestern wheat to goto 
Iowa, Illinois, and Kansas. Pillsbury is reported 
to bave telegraphed to the Northwestern elevators 
Thursday night to stop receipts. 

King of Toledo thinks the next statement of vis- 
ible supply should thow an increase of about 
1,000,000 bu in wheat. The estimates here do not 
range so high. About 500,000 bu is as much increase 
as many people here are looking for, and some 
think that this week's increase is likely to be the 
last for the season.

The Smith Divorce Case—A Number of Interest- 
ing Damage Suits. 


* — 

The jury in the case of Benjamin T. O. Hubbard 
withdrew from Judge Biodgett’s court at 10:55 yes- 
terday morning, leaving the auditorium crowded by 
lawyers, bank people, and citizens of Monmouth 
who had come to town to witness the closing scenes 
of the trial of the alleged wrecker of the First Na- 
tional Bank of their town. The defendant was 
surrounded by relatives and friends, among whom 
were Mrs. Van Winkle and Mrs. Harding, who have 
been present throughout. 

Yesterday, the seventh day of trial, Judge 
Blodgett at 10 o’clock promptly commenced his 
charge to the jury, which lasted fifty-five minutes. 
The court reviewed the history of the 
management of the dank, dwelt upon 
the first connection with and subsequent 
pramotion of the defendant to the office of cash- 
ier, and dwelt at length on the laws governing Na- 
tional banks. The amount of money which might 
be on hand, the lowest reserve fund admissible, 
and the regular reports to the Controller of the 
Currency received careful attention. Thirteen 
counts were in the indictment against — 
but the first two had been waived by the 
tion, and thus only eleven were to be ecnsidered. 
Of these four related to making false written state- 
ments to the Controller, claiming that given Chica- 
go banks owed the Moamouth bank balances. 


„Three other counts related to the drawing of bills 


of exchange without having proper authority; as, 
for exampie, in the case of the Atwood and the 
McConnell drafts. The seventh, eleventh, twelfth, 
and thirteenth nts charged embezziement and 
misappro of the bank funds. 

As to the fulsity of the reports sent to the Con- 
troller of the Cerrency, Judge Blodgett remarked 
that the defendant had admitted that this was done 
to hide illegal loans to certain directors, and that 
in fact the charge in this particular case was not 
material. Allthe surviving directors had testi- 
fled: they were men of integrity whose testimony 
could not be impeached even if they did not know 
much about the banking business in which they 
were at that time engaged; if they had been well 
up in banking matters they would have discharged 
their cashier years ago. Six directors swore that 
the defendant had admitted to them that he bad 
drawn drafts which were not recorded because he 
believed it much less difficult to settle with 
the directors of the bank than with his 
own creditors. One of the directors (Bruen 
one time before his death accused Hub of 
stealing the bank’s funds to settle up with Atwood 
and with McConnell, und the cashier had not pro- 
tested; if such had not been the case, if from the 
books of the bank he could have disproved the 
allegation would he not boldly have taken a stand 
and vindicated himself? Defendant admitted to 
the directors that he was short first $65,000 and 
subsequently $106,000, and made over all his 
realty; now he testifies that $89,000 of this shortage 
was covered by commercial paper which he was 
carrying for the directors and which did 
not appear on the iedgers, but was locked 
up in the vault, and which mysteriously 
disappeared. If this were actually so would he 
have fied from home, family, and public opinion? 
Much of the business of the bank was done in 
actual violation of the law; money was loaned in 
larger amounts than prescribed by law; discounts 
were obtained for directors on the guarantee of 
the bank on notes in which the institution had ng 
interest whatever. Still, defendant swore that by 
these transactions the bank sustained no loss. The 
directors were not on trial, and any infringement 
of the banking law on their part did not pailiate 
the offenses of the defendant. Defendant could 
not excuse his own wrongful acts by showing that 
there are others as guiliy as himself. After the 
charge the jurors retired to their room, where they 
were closeted for several hours, during which time 
the defendant was consigned to the custody of an 
officer, but remained in court in conversation with 
Mrs. Harding and Mrs, Van Winkle. He appeared 
calm, but anxious. 

Hubbard, Mrs. Harding, and Mrs. Van Winkie 
dined at Thomson’s unattended by an officer. 
Mrs. Habbard has not been present any day during 
the trial. At 5 o’clock Judge Blodgett left the 
bench, after sending word to the jury that in case 
of an agreement upon a verdict it might, during 
his absence, be delivered sealed. 

THE SMITH ROLLER-SKATE DIVORCE CASE. 

Judge Tuley is engaged in hearing the divorce 
case of Minnie C. Smith against Albert F. Smith. 
Her charge is cruelty and failure to support, and 
he accuses her of adultery with her brother-in- 
law. The complainant is a very slender, pale- 
faced woman apparently about 25 years of age, and 
her husband is probably the same age. They were 
married in February, 1880, when he was not quite 
20 years old, and they lived for a time at Toledo 
with her motaer, he bang employed as a clerk by 
her father. Then he decided to make a change, 
and developed into a professional roller-skater, at 
which he often makes $20 anight. They came to 
Chicago in February last, and lived part of 
the time with bis 
Smith, and later with 
Waddingham. Walle at Place 
Mrs. Smith ciaims she was very badly abused by 
her mother-in-law. who accused her of stealing, 
refused to allow her any interest in the house 
management, whipped her children. and finally 
ended by running off to Valparaiso with one of 
them. Mrs. Smith took the other one to the orphan 
asylum and then went down to Indiana and got the 
other. Her affair with her mother-in-law was 
written up atthe time. In September last Mrs. 
Smith was obliged to leave her husband, and being 
unable to support herself was obliged to go to the 
Home for the Friendless. Here she staid several 
weeks until a friend offered her a home. She de- 
tailed several instances in which her husband had 
struck her, and said that he often came home 
drunk, when his abuse was specially severe. When 
she left she took some paintings belonging to her 
husband and sold them to raise funds to live on. 

The hearing was not concluded and will be re- 
sumed Tuesday. and it is probable considerabie 
dirty linen will be aired, as the feeling between the 
parties ts very bitter. 

When the case was first called Smith’s attorney, 


F. H. Trude, arose, and, pointing at the notorious 


Marion Leonard, who sat beside Mrs. Smith, ac- 
cused her of poisoning the mind of one of his wit- 
nesses so that she would not attend court, and 
asked that some steps be taken to punish her. 
Miss Leonard quickly ieft the room, and meetinga 
reporter poured into his unwilling ear a long story 
of Mrs. Smuith’s wrongs and the conspiracy 
which was making to biacken her character. 


AN IGNOBLE END TO A LONG SUIT. 


Judge Moran yesterday decided the suit of J. D. 
Easter against Gammon & Deering and others, 
which has been on trial before him the last month. 
J. D. Baster & Co., were agents of the large har- 
vester manufacturing firm of Gammon & Deering, 
but failed a few years ago for over $1,000,000. The 
present suit was foran accounting of transactions 
extending over a series of years, and the amount 
claimed was several hundred thousand dollars. 
The Judge said the contract was very plain, and 
he knew of norule of law allowing him to make a 
contract for a man when he had not made it him- 
self. In looking over the vast mass of evidence 
and verbal testimony, be felt like the first dove 
which went out of Noah’s ark—without a place to 
step a foot—and he could not find a single ground 
on which to sustain the complainant's bill. It 
would, therefore, have to be dismissed for want of 


equity. 
DAMAGES WANTED. 

Annie M. and Frederick A. Butler commenced a

During the night the porter asked her for her sleep- 
ing-car ticket, and she by mistake gave him all her 
other tickets. The next morning the conductor 
came around for her tickets, when she told him 
she had given them to the porter. latter 
claimed be had given them by mistake to a passen- 
ger who had left the train in the night. Mre. But- 
ler was put of the train, and, being in a delicate 
condition, was rendered dangerously ill, suffered a 
miscarriage, and is now in a precarious condition. 

About two weeks ago William Fiynn was thrown 
out of his buggy at the corner of Monroe street. 
the vehicie being upset over some building mate- 
rials with which the street was incumbered. He 
had his shoulder-biade broken, and yesterday sued 
the city for $7,000 damages. 

Mary Nemee and her two children, Wenel and 
Mary, began a suit against the City of Chicago to 
recover $1,500 damages to their property on Six- 
teenth street caused by the building ot me Centre 
avenue viaduct. Anna Sebek and her three chil- 
dren also brought suit against the city to recover

THE HYDE PARK GAS WORKS. 


The controversy between the Metropolitan Gas 
Compsny and the Village of Hyde Park, which re- 
cently received an airing in the condemnation pro- 
ceedings in the County Court, came to view again 
in the Circuit Court yesterday in the guise of a bill 
for an injunction against the village. 

After veciting the facts concerning the passage of 
various ordinances affecting the company’s rights, 
the bill alleges that the ordinances in favor of the 
complainant were formally repealed. The com- 
plainant, however, beine advised that the repeai- 
ing ordinance was void, proceeded to lay founda- 
tions and erect a gas- house on its premises aud ex- 
pended about 35.000 thereupon, whon in June, 1884. 
an Ordinance was by tne village for the 
opening of Wolcott avenue, from Myrtle avenue 
to Forty-second street. The opening of this 
thoroughfare would have taken a strip thirty-three 
teet iu width from one side of the property pur- 
chased by the gat company, and it was upon the 
petition of the village to assess damages that the 
case was upon trial in the County Court lest week. 
The jury gave the company an extremely generous 
verdict, amounting in all! 
on account of the alleged 
fulness of the land which would be caused by the 
confinement of the gas-works in narrower bounds 
than had been intended. In the bill it is alleged 
that the work upon the premises was at once — 
continued when condemnation proceedings w 
begun. Notice was, however, given Nov. 25 to the 
village anthorities that the company proposed at 
once to lay gas malns and pipes in Myrtle avenue 
and elsewhere. Orders were therefore given to 
the police to prevent prosecution of any such 
work. The bill seeks to enjoin the village autbor- 
ities and the police officers from obstructing the 
work of laying gas pipes according to the original 
ordinance.

From Mme. Greville’s Lecture on Women: 
No Frenchman of the working class is without 
a bome of bis own. In London a workman 
often lives in a hap-hazard way, taking bis 
meais bere and sleeping there. A Frenchman 
always bas some place he can call hisown. His 
wife makes it truly a home. Sbe is never 
sullen to him or to the children, no matter how 
hard she may have to work. The children are 
at home every evening after 5 or 6 o'clock. 
They read the inevitable newspaper, which one 
can never get rid of, aloud to their father, and 
the home life is perfect. Free schools came from 
America twenty years ago. When a man is in 
business he does all the buying and seliing and 
outside work. Hie wife keeps his books. Some- 
times a very rich man in commerce will know 
nothing whatever of his business accounts. 
But they are safe with bis wife, and could not 
be in better hands. But she cannot even sign 
her name without his leave, under the law. 
Often the wife supports the man entirely, 
while be lounges and drinks at the cabaret. 
Then, if she dies, be is like a baby, and knows 
nothing of his affairs. Girls must be married. 
It is nothing dreadful if there is but one daugh- 
ter. But when there are half a dozen 
it is truly terrible. When a girl is 17 
or 18 her mother begins to look about for 
a husband, and everybody begins to dread 
ber. They forget to send ber invitations, and 
invent excuses about cards having been lost. 
Some one bas been careless; she will be in- 
vited next time. When the son-in-law is se- 
cured he is invited to dinner. He looks about 
to see if the linen, the silver, and the furni- 
ture are allright.

All About Sealskin Sacques. 

The demand for the genuine Alaska seal- 
skin, manufactured into sacques, dolmans, and 
wraps, jncreases faster than the call for the 
cheaper and inferior qualities of skin and im- 
itation skin. This is the time of year the fur- 
riers are busy supplying the ladies who come 
to buy new garments or have old ones repaired. 

Sealskin was first utilized as a garment in 
1867 at London. Forty years ago the skin was 
considered to have little value. A boy’s cap 
that now costs $18 could then be bought for $4. 
For the introduction of the skin into America 
the credit is due to C. B. Camp of Cincinnati, 
O., who, in 1868, had several capes made by 
manufacturers in New York. Mr. Camp got 
his idea in 1867 from Reviiion of London, who 
was the first man to make up the skin. Re- 
villon has now an extensive establishment in 
Paris as well. The first garments made were 
little capes that covered the shoulders. In 
1874 jackets began to be made, but they were 
without any fit or style except in the rich ap- 
pearance of the goods. In 1876 sacques were 
made to fit, and in 1880 the first long New- 
markets were put on the market. Since 1882 
cloaks and sacques have been made with as 
much care as to fitting as any cloth garment, 
and the seal sacque is the standard and fashion- 
able wrap of the day. 

The process of manufacture is interesting. 
The raw skin goes to London, where it is dved 

dressed. This labor consists of two dye- 
ings, with a plucking of stiff and gray hairs in 
between. Good dyeing is performed. with a 
comb and brush, and requires great patience. 
‘Women are the best workers at this, as their 
touch is more delicate than a man's. An en- 
tire day is necessary to properly dye a skin. 
The process of dipping a skin into the dye 
works barm to the hairs and materially injures 
the skin. As yet Americans have not perfected 
the art of dyeing and dressing, and the London 
people have most all of that business, although 
a firm in Albany and another in Brooklyn do 
very good work and are steadily improving. 
Dealers say there js no doubt that the time will 
soon come when dyeing and dressing will be 
done bere as well as in England. 
Manufacturers here can manipulate other 
skins with better results than the Londoners. 
Only about 700 out of every 1,000 skins can be 
used for dressing. When the dressed skin ar- 
rives here the manufacturer stretches it and 
nails it to a board, with the fur inward, and a 
search for imperfections is made. These can 
only be discovered on the skin side, and it takes 
a keen and experierced eye to find most of the 
blemishes. They are generally shown in min- 
ute, almost imperceptible discolorings of the 
skin, which, if not inimediately cut out, will 
extend and rot the fur above them until the 
hairs drop out. Seal fur must have healthy 
skin. When discovered these spots are cut 
out anc skillful bands are set to work to sew 
up the incision. Few men can do this proper- 
ly. Often a cut six inches long has to be made 
to get rid of a spot not much larger than a 
fiail’s bead. To bring the pieces together 
again, without patching and without visible 
seam, requires the utmost delicacy. After 
this is done a paper pattern is placed on the 
skin and it is cut accordingly. Then the skin 
is finished and lined, and the garment is ready. 

It is stated that there were never so many 
inferior skins on the market as at the present 
time. Thousands of seals are caught on the 
coasts of China and Japan and the skins sent 
to Lonc on for dressing. These are of the same 
shape and generai order as the Alaska seals. 
but they do not wear on the edges, and they 
turn red and soon begin to look shabby. 

It is estimated that some of the sacques can 
be sold at a profit as follows: Made of Lobos 
Island skins, $60; Japan (known to the trade 
as *‘cape"’) and China, $75; Victoria Island. 
$100; and Copper Island, $125. y are 
bought by the New York manuffcturers at 
from $13 to $16 per skin, after being dyed and 
dressed. It requires from three to four skins

The Sleeping- Room. 
It is to be regretted that paperings or car- 


room. Alias! what evil is lurking in the area 
of the four square walls which encompass us!

Let the walls of 
our sleeping-rooms be calcimined and the car- 
pets removed from the floors. Let the crevices 
be carefully filled with putty (any one can do 
this), and the floor neatly painted or stained.

Ido not mean merely 
clean to the. ese, but clean enough for a 
chemist’s eye. Attention must also be called 
to the toothbrush, which should always be 
thoroughly cleansed after using, and placed. 
handle down, in an uprigh: holder. have 
found odor enough about one toothbrush to in- 
fect the atmosphere of a common sieeping- 
room. In regard to ventilation, open as many 
doors and windows as permiesible, avoiding a 
draft; but moving air is absolutely indispensa- 
bie to the health of the sieeper. Let the bed 
stand as near the centre of the room as possi- 
bie, but on no account close to the wall. No 
one housekeeper may be able to carry out alli 
of these suggestions, but it is the ideal, or 
bousékeeping as it ought to be, which should 
be held up to the eye of the reader, that each 
one may choose what she can best carry out lu 
ber daily practice. ,

not. it is true, look upon Christmas as did their 
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certain attainment, because, ber feelings great- 


ly predominating over her intellect, she con- 
trasts herself with the other sex, whose in- 
tellect is more conspicuous than A 
natural timidity, arising from almost u- 
sive home experience, is sure to magnify e¥ery 


‘difficulty, and she approaches the ordeal with 


misgivings. 

The principles that underlie conversational 
ability fully cover this case. The very rst ro- 
guisit of all, compared with which all the rest 
are ingutlicient, is confidence, without which 
no one can talk well, neither privately nor 
publicly. It comes in various ways to different 
people, being inborn in some, knocked into 
others by contact with the world, and in a con- 
versational, way, in the case of still others 
often acquired by practice under disciplining 
circumstances, Bearing upon all these in- 
stances is the command that one bas over the 
language, and his ready use of words. In 
short, good conversatianalista are born as well 
as made, 

With inborn assurance and loquacity, no 
ane will falter in conversation, and, though his 
part may not be well sustained, he will be like- 
ly to monopolize attention. It to these be 
added practice, an extensive knowledge of the 
world, varied reading and thoughtful in- 
telligence, spiced with story-telling powers, a 
person will shine in conversation above most 
of his fellows and may pardunably take the 
lead in it. At the other extreme, one whose 
power over language is very limited, who has 
been so home-keeping that be knows little of 
the world, who is timid and fears to trust him- 
self in the mazes of connected sentences, and 
never has conversed much will be a failure 
convergationally, no matter how intelligent he 
may be, The average person is a mean be- 
tween these extremes. 

The average lady will gain confidence when 
she finds herself constantly where she needs it, 
and, with ordinary vommand of language, she 
may decidedly improve der conversational 
ability; but whether she may hope ever to be- 
come a leader is doubtful—certainly not if she 
is in the presence of a gifted talker, though 
otherwise she may train herself to take a stand 
in the front rank among others. Practice 
must be persisted in constantly, taking advan- 
tage of every opportunity to converse, and 
making a study of the matter. Newspapers 
should be read thoroughly, for they supply 
subjects that are timely and often much in ad- 
dition. Taking care to note the subjects that 
may be conversed about, the reade- will culti- 
vate her memory and provide herself with 
ready material for discussion. The fresh and 
best literature of the day outside of newspapers 
should be treated in tne same way. 

Ladies usually narrate the incidents of their 
lives, both great and small, remote and recent, 
feelingly and entertainingly, and these may be 
depended upon for conversational stock, where 
proper. Thoy should be enjoined to acquire 
an intellectual comprehension of the affairs of 
the town or city where they live, of their State, 
and even of the Nation, not only current 
events, but historical. Thus prepared, the ay- 
erage lady, keeping in good practice, will have 
acapital start for conversational conquest, 
and will then be able todo well on a higher 
plane of subjects of amore abstract and intel- 
lectual nature. To sustain a couversation of 
this kind much reading of the best sort and 
considerable study are necessary, the particu- 
lars of which would need a special articie tor 
their treatment. 

But it should be remembered that one 
should possess an art in conversation beside 
talkmg-— the art of making others talk. One 
who isa genius in this social duty may mo- 
nopolize most of the time and so charm his 
hearers that they will be content to be silent; 
but if be is not a genius he may make himseit 
obtrusive and call forth unpleasant criticisms. 
Therefore, to give others an opportunity to 
talk, who may stand in danger of finding 
none, a talented conversationalist will ascer- 
tain their favorit and most familiar fields 
of knowledge for purposes of entice- 
ment. Goud suggestions of subjects for 
others’ conversation are sometimes more 
advisable for one than taking the lead. How- 
ever easy conversation may be under other 
circumstances, the most unfortunate and un- 
satisfactory attempt will be found to be in a 
miscellaneous small assembiage, endeavoring 
to sustain only one subject, when the assem- 
blage ought to be divided into groups, each en- 
grossed with its own topics. Conversational 
power, then, may be acquired, even among 
strangers, by one who is not gifted in this par- 
ticular, by assiduous attention to the matter, 
by forcing confidence through making demands 
upon it, by unremitting practice, by providing 
materials in many ways, and by attending to 
those arts and expedients that make it possible 
for others to take part in a conversation. 


Healthy Girls. 
Nothing is so terrible as severe neuralgia, 
and beyond a doubt girls acquire it often 
enough by the conditions of school life. Head- 
ache in a school-girl usually means exhausted 
nerve power through overwork, overexcite- 


ment, overanxiety, or bad air. Rest, a good 
laugb, a country walk, will usually 
cure it readily enough to begin with. 
But to become subject to headaches is a very 
serious matter; and ail such nervous diseases 
have a tendency to recur, to become periodic, 
to be set up by the same causes, to become an 
organic babit of the body. For‘any woman to 
become liable to neuralgia is a most terrible 
thing. It means that while it lasts life is not 
worth having. It paralyzes the power to work, 
it deprives her of the power to enjoy anything, 
it tends toward irritability of temper, it tempts 
to the use of narcotics and stimulants.
